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April Meeting of the Board 


of Bar Commissioners 


The Board of Bar Commissioners 
held a meeting at the Kentucky 
Hotel in Louisville, April Ist and 
2nd, as was stated in the March 
issue of the Journal. All commit- 
tee chairmen were requested to be 
present, and most of them were. 
This meeting was in lieu of the an- 
nual convention which, because of 
travel conditions, was canceled for 
this year. The Association officers, 
Board of Bar Commissioners, and 
committee chairmen were almost 
one hundred per cent present. The 
whole two-day meeting was devoted 
exclusively to the business of the 
Association, all entertainment and 
social activities being eliminated. 
The committee reports and minutes 
of the meeting are published else- 
where in this issue of the Journal. 


It was moved and carried at this 


meeting that the Court of Appeals 
be requested to notify the Board of 


Bar Commissioners of any proposed 
change in its rules relative to edu- 
cational requirements and admission 
to the bar, and that the Board of 
Bar Commissioners be given an op- 
portunity to be heard relative to any 
proposed change. 


The Committee on Cost was con- 
tinued. The Association has had 
great difficulty in collecting costs 
from convicted members of the bar 
in disbarment and punitive proceed- 
ings. In some of these cases the 
cost has run into considerable sums 
which has been paid by the Asso- 
ciation. Service on some members 
of the bar, who have been pro- 
ceeded against, has been difficult to 
obtain, some absenting themselves 
from the State. Just how such 
service might be obtained against 
such lawyers was discussed. It was 
concluded that the secretary should 
file an affidavit for warning order

where a rule had been issued by the 
Court of Appeals and had been re- 


turned not found. The members 
were not agreed as to the correct- 
ness of this procedure, but all de- 
cided to try this method. 

Mr. D. Collins Lee, of the Com- 
mittee on Probate Practice and Pro- 
cedure, recommended that the Asso- 
ciation sponsor legislation requiring 
an advertisement for claims against 
and that this be done in 
groups to lessen the cost to each 
estate. He stated that Kentucky 
was one of a very few states that 
did not require advertisement for 


estates 


claims against estates. He also 
recommended that the Association 
seek to eliminate guardianship in 
matters of small property and that 
the Association advocate the elimi- 
nation of the distinction between 
real and personal property in the 
Statute of Descent and Distribution. 
These proposals already have the 
endorsement of the Association ex- 
cept as to the elimination of guard- 
ianship in matters of small prop- 
erty. It was concluded to take all 
these matters up at a later meeting. 

It was determined that all com-

cating legislation be furnished to 
each Commissioner in order that 
they might be taken up and dis- 
cussed at the District Bar meetings. 

Judge Tilford administered the 
oath of office to the new Commis- 
sioners and to the new president, 
Mr. Charles S. Adams, of Coving- 
ton. Mr. William B. Gess, of Lex- 
ington, was elected president for 
next year. He will take office when 
Mr. Adams’ term expires next 
April. 





Mr. Louis Cox of Frankfort was, 
at the April meeting of the Board 
of Bar Commissioners, elected sec- 
retary of the Association to replace 
Mr. J. J. Leary, who was acting sec- 


retary after Mr. Samuel M. Rosen- 
stein’s induction into the army. 
Since Mr. Cox’s election he has ac- 
cepted a captain’s commission in the 
army and has tendered his resigna- 
tion to our president, and the presi- 
dent has accepted it. Fortunately 
for the Association, after Mr. Cox’s 
election and before his resignation, 
Mr. Rosenstein had been discharged 
from the army because of physical 
defects and Mr. Adams asked him 
to take over the duties of secretary 
until the Commissioners’ meeting 
in July. Mr. Rosenstein, while not 
in the best of health, has consented 
to do this. A full-time secretary 
will be elected at the July meeting 
of the Board of Bar Commissioners.

The Board of Bar Commissioners has set aside funds this year to 
defray the expenses of the principal speaker at the evening session. It 
was thought wise to do this, since the April meeting was canceled. 


This year there are fifteen meetings instead of the usual fourteen. 
This will necessitate some redistricting, of which each chairman will be 
notified, and he, in turn, will notify the lawyers of the district. 




















It is regrettable that once in a 
while necessity demands a public 
reprimand of an attorney at law. 
The resulting publicity incident to 
such occurrences is detrimental to 
the relations between the bar and 
the public. Shallow-thinking people 
point to the misbehavior thus pub- 
licized as proof that such is the 
common practice of the profession, 
refusing to believe, or not taking 
time to think clearly, that all such 
incidents are the result of honest 
efforts on the part of honest lawyers 
and self-respecting courts to raise 
the standard of our profession and 
rid ourselves of the- morally unfit. 

Confidence in the courts and in 
the profession must be maintained; 
without it our democracy is a fail- 
ure. Judge Gilbert Burnett, in rep- 
rimanding two members of the 
Jefferson County Bar, well said: 


“Confidence in courts cannot be 
maintained if practice such as is dis- 
closed here is permitted, and courts 
cannot function without the abso- 
lute fidelity of its officers. Lawyers 
are officers of the court.” 

“The rare occasions when lawyers 
fail to exercise their full obligations 
toward courts result in reflection, 
not alone upon the court, but reflect 
also upon other members of the bar. 
Here had either Mr. —— or Mr. 
performed his duty to the court this 
serious miscarriage of justice would 
have been avoided.” 

We must suffer the ill results of 
such publicity until the time comes 
when we shall no longer have with 


us any member of the bar whose 
integrity and honesty is not above 
suspicion. 


We ran across an advertising 


card recently on which was printed 
a paragraph that we consider well 
worth giving circulation. The para- 
graph was this: 


“A gentleman is a man who is clean 
inside and outside, who neither looks 
up to the rich nor down to the poor, 
who can lose without squealing, who 
can win without bragging, who is con- 
siderate to women, children, and old 
people, who is too brave to lie, too 
generous to cheat, and too sensible to 
loaf, who takes his share of the 
world’s goods and lets other people 
take theirs...” 


The Texas Bar Association is 
being circularized by certain of its 
members, some in a serious vein 
and some in levity. 

The serious part of the circulari- 
zation is a campaign being waged 
to adopt a rule that no officer of 
the association can, while he retains 
an office in the association, be a 
candidate for any public office, and 
in case he does become a candidate 
his association office shall at once 
become vacant automatically. The 
arguments advanced for the adop- 
tion of such a rule are strong and 
convincing, the principal one being 
that the bar association should be 
and must be kept free of politics 
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and that no one should be allowed 
to use the association for his per- 
sonal political advancement. It oc- 
curs to us that such a rule would 
be a healthy one, for the instant any 
professional association begins to 
be a political machine then its use- 
fulness to its profession begins to 
deteriorate. 

The other circular is a campaign 
for president of the association. 
Out of this our fellow members of 
the profession in Texas seem to be 
getting a lot of fun. Regular cam- 
paign clubs within the association 
are being formed to advance the in- 
terest of the candidates. One of the 
circulars is headed, “Not printed at 
anybody’s expense—we still owe 
for it.” This particular circular, 
while extolling the qualifications of 
a particular candidate, also recites 
that any of the other candidates 
would make a competent president. 
It solicits charter members to the 
Rogers for President Club and says 
that if no reply is received it will 
be taken as an acceptance and the 
addressee will be enrolled as a char- 
ter member. 

Thus the Texas lawyers, while 
not neglecting the serious business 
of their association, are adding at- 
tractiveress to it by spicing the 
business with a little flavoring of 
fun. 


Heard a story a few days ago 
which illustrates a point that de- 
serves some serious thought. It 
concerns a Negro car-washer, who 
when asked why he charged 75 
cents for washing a car instead of 
the 50 cents he has charged for 
years, replied, “But the war’s on 
now, Boss.” This, of course, is a 
minor incident in itself, but it pur- 
sues the same reasoning many have 
used to increase the cost of personal 
services. Advertisers in our news- 


papers and magazines go to the 
most fantastic lengths to justify the 
use of their products in a war world. 
Toothpaste manufacturers advise us 
to use their paste “in co-operation 
with the U. S. Government’s proc- 
lamation that personal health is vital 
to the war effort.” A recent ad- 
vertisement in a Louisville paper 
asks people to buy one of their 
$149.50 chicken houses “to aid in 
the war effort.” We know a lot 
of people who live in houses worth 
less than that. 

Many towns now have mer- 
chants’ agreements by which the 
stores will be closed one afternoon 
each week so that employees may 
have the opportunity to work in 
their Victory Gardens and so aid 
in the war effort. We have no quar- 
rel with the closing—but the justi- 
fication is absurd. Such closing has 
been going on for years, but pre- 
viously it was justified by other and 
still valid reasons. 

There is absolutely nothing that 
we do, buy, or sell that cannot in 
some devious way be attributed to 
the furtherance of the war cause. 
The more we fool ourselves with 
these petty war aids and spurious 
“sacrifices,” the more difficult it be- 
comes for us to make a genuine 
sacrifice. Thus we believe that 
through sellers of goods and serv- 
ices, an improper public opinion 
is being molded. Actual hardship 
and privation have hardly been felt, 
yet many persons believe that they 
are going all out for war when they 
respond to the hue and cry of our 
advertisers. Our influence should 
be used to attribute to the war ef- 
fort such things as genuinely should 
be attributed there, and prevent 
these dubious war aid claims. The 
American people are ready to make 
any sacrifice required of them, but 
to be told that they should buy a

certain article because they will thus 
be aiding the country in its war, or 
to do something for the same rea- 
son, when neither has any effect 
upon the-war effort, is going just 
a little too far. 


This happened in the Monroe 
Circuit Court. A witness told an 


attorney in the case one story, then 
when on the witness stand told a 
different story. The attorney, taken 
by surprise, asked, ““Didn’t you tell 
me ‘so-and-so and so-and-so,’ just 
a few minutes ago?” 

“Yes,” the witness replied, “but 
I was talking to you then; I am 
talking to my God now.” 





Opinions of the Attorney 
General's Office 


Some of the opinions of the 
attorney general’s office rendered 
since the last issue of the Journal 
are as follows: 


A test suit was advised to deter- 
mine whether the operation of a 
bowling alley on Sunday was a vio- 
lation of the Sunday closing law. 


Motor vehicle operators whose 
licenses have been revoked on con- 
viction of drunken driving cannot 
continue to drive while their appeals 
are pending. 


A county judge can be compelled 
to publish lists of those receiving 
county aid if a majority of the Fiscal 
Court so orders. 


Both the city attorney and the 
chief of police of a fourth-class city 
must be residents of the city they 
serve, 


A magistrate who is drafted into 
the army does not forfeit his office 
because of absence from the state. 


A wife may testify against her 
husband in a criminal case, but can- 
not be compelled to do so. 


A city of the fifth class has legal 
authority to impose a license tax 
on cleaning and shoe repairing es- 
tablishments. 


There is no legal authority for city 
councils to require grocery stores 
and other business places to close 
on certain days of the week. 


The search of an automobile with- 
out a warrant and seizure of con- 
cealed weapons is illegal. 


An automobil: owner who shares 
his car with his neighbors who pay 
some of the expense, or the owner 
of a farm truck who occasionally 
hauls goods for his neighbors for 
hire, does not violate any law. 


A city council cannot fill a va- 
cancy on that council in the absence 
of a quorum. If a quorum cannot 
be obtained the Governor must ap- 
point. 


A county court clerk joining Red 
Cross service may retain offices by 
leaving them in the hands of capable 
deputies. 


A city of the fourth class has no 
authority to install parking meters.

As you probably know, I have been requested to serve in the 
war effort in the capacity of Director of Field Relations in Ken- 
tucky and Southern Ohio for the War Manpower Commission. 


I will have many duties, but at the present my chief duty will 
be to build in this section of America every man, woman, and child 
into a civilian war machine that will answer the challenge issued 
to us by a newspaper editor the night before he joined the Ameri- 
can Army. This statement to us was as follows: 


“T am a mother’s son. I am the pride of a family and 
part of a home. I love my life as you love yours. I am a youth 
in years and experience in life, yet I am a gambler, betting the 
highest stakes that a man can wager—my life. If I win, you 
win; if I lose, I have lost all. The loss is mine, not yours; and 
there is a grieved mother, a saddened family and a. broken 
home to which I can never return. 

“T ask only for the Godspeed and support of my nation in 
return for laying upon the altar of my country my all. For 
bravery and blood, will you furnish bullets and bread? Will 
you pawn your shekels if I pawn myself? Will you bet your 
gold while I bet my blood? Will you hazard your wealth 
while I risk my life? I am the flower of a nation’s manhood, 
the glory of a noble race. I am the American soldier. I am 
the Boy in the Trenches.” 


This challenge must be answered by all Kentuckians so that 
no soldier can ever say that he failed to get back from the war 
because of our carelessness or neglect. 


May I request you to use your power and influence to help 
to place Kentucky in a position to answer this challenge?

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Consent of the United States 
in Foreclosures

EDITOR’S NOTE: Mr. Wallace is a member of the Padu- 
cah Bar. He was formerly referee in bankruptcy and is now 
assistant United States attorney, United States District Court 
for the Western District of Kentucky. 


To meet an obvious need oc- 
casioned by the recent increase in 
liens of various kinds obtained by 
the United States, and to meet, to 
a limited extent, the elementary 
rule that suits against the United 
States may be maintained only by 
its permission, the 7lst Congress 
passed an Act permitting the United 
States to be made a party defend- 
ant in certain cases involving fore- 
closure of mortgage or other liens 
upon real estate. 46 Stat. 1528 et 
seq.; 28 U. S. C. A. 901 et seq. 

It has been the experience of the 
writer that, although it has been 
the law for several years, there 
is considerable misunderstanding 
among members of the bar, especial- 
ly those with little experience in 
Federal Procedure, concerning the 
application and use of this act. It 
is therefore in the hope of being of 
some aid to the bar in this matter, 
that these few remarks are made. 


JURISDICTION AND SCOPE 


It will be noted that by this act 
Congress extended to “any State 


Court having jurisdiction of the 
subject matter,” as well as to Fed- 
eral courts, authority to adjudicate 
a “mortgage or other lien upon real 
estate.” Therefore, insofar as the 
necessary consent of the United 
States is concerned, state and Fed- 
eral courts are given concurrent 
jurisdiction. This will include a 
large number of tax liens, judgment 
liens, liens arising from bail bond 
forfeitures, and other types of liens. 

The act applies only to actioas to 
foreclose liens upon real estate, and 
thus the United States may not be 
made a party to proceedings affect- 
ing chattels, nor where the plaintiff’s 
interest, or the interest of the 
United States, is only a leasehold or 
other chattel-real interest, nor 
where the land itself is no longer 
affected, as with liens on crops 
severed from the realty. 

Likewise the act applies to actions 
to foreclose liens, and jurisdiction 
is lacking if the plaintiff asserts 
ownership to the property, since the 
action cannot be regarded as brought 
to foreclose liens. Neither is con- 
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sent given by the act if the United 
States is claiming title and not a 
lien. Sissman v. Chicago Title and 
Trust Co. (1941), 32 N. E. (2d) 132, 
375 Ill. 514, affirming 25 N. E. (2d) 
599, 303 Ill. App. 620. Accordingly 
no suit to quiet title will lie against 
the United States either in state or 
Federal courts. Welch v. Hamilton 
(1929, D. C. Cal.), 33 F. (2d) 224; 
United States v. Turner (1931, 
C. C. A. 8), 47 F. (2d) 86. Doubt- 
less, for the above reason, suits for 
partition, or for the removal of a 
mere cloud on the title, which is 
not of the dignity of a lien, would 
fall outside of this statute. 


The statute also applies only 
where the United States is made a 
party in its proper name. In at- 
tempting to avail themselves of this 
act, attorneys frequently fall into 
the error of naming as a party de- 
fendant an administrative officer or 
other official of the United States, 
such as the Collector of «Internal 
Revenue, due possibly to the fact 
that his name or title was used in 
obtaining the lien. Such official has 
no interest in the case and must be 
dismissed. See Maryland Casualty 
Co. v.. Charleston Lead Works, 24 
F. (2d) 836; Czieslik vy. Burnet, 57 
F. (2d) 715. 


SERVICE OF PROCESS 
AND APPEARANCE 


The manner of service is clearly 
and _ strictly prescribed by the 
statute (Sec. 902). It is jurisdic- 
tional and may not be waived. 
Therefore, mailing a copy of the 
petition or bill of complaint to the 
United States Attorney is a defect 
in service—it must be “served.” 
Munro v. United States (1937), 303 
U. S. 36. Even the actual appear- 
ance of the district attorney is not 
binding on the United States inso- 
far as obtaining jurisdiction is con- 


cerned. United States v. Turner, 
supra. 

The United States has sixty days 
after service, “or such further time 
as the court may allow,” within 
which to appear (Sec. 902), but such 
appearance is required only after 
the United States is brought before 
the court in strict compliance with 
this section. 


REMOVAL 


Although this act gives consent 
by the United States, to state courts 
to adjudicate its liens within the 
scope of this act, as set out therein, 
it must be noted that the right of 
the United States to remove the suit 
to the United States district court 
is fully preserved by Sec. 903. It 
has been the policy of the United 
States not to remove cases indis- 
criminately; where no prejudice is 
anticipated; when no jurisdictional 
question is involved; unless there is 
a real dispute respecting the rights 
of the United States; unless there 
is a substantial sum or important 
principle involved ; and unless a sub- 
stantial saving in expense or time 
will result. 

A proper petition by the United 
States for removal would terminate 
the local court’s jurisdiction, just as 
in removals generally, and confer 
jurisdiction on the United States 
Court. Kingston v. American Car 
and Foundry Co. (1932, C. C. A. 8th 
Cir.), 55 F. (2d) 132, 285 U. S. 500; 
Janoske v. Porter (1933, C. C. A. 7th 
Cir.), 64 F. (2d) 958. 

Refusal by the state court, for 
any reason, to treat the removal pe- 
tition as filed, or refusal by the court 
to sign an order of removal, or its 
signing of an order denying re- 
moval, does not affect the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States courts. 
See Federal Life Insurance Co. v. 
Rhymer (1935), 259 Ky. 520, 82 S. 
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W. (2d) 788; Morgan v. Kroger 
Grocery Co, (1938, C. C. A. 8th Cir.), 
96 F. (2d) 470. 


In fact, the practice on removals 
is the same as under the general pro- 
visions of law, with these important 
exceptions: (1) No removal bond is 
required, (2) the right of removal 
does not depend upon the amount 
involved, and (3) the time allowed 
for removal is thirty days after the 
answer has been filed, instead of 
the time fixed by state law within 
which to answer. 


COSTS AND 
MONEY JUDGMENTS 


Following the familiar and gen- 
eral rule that no costs can be as- 
sessed against the United States, 
Section 906 so provides, and further 
provides no “other money judgment 
shall be rendered against the United 
States.” This would seem to pre- 
clude a counterclaim or set-off 
against the United States by any 
party to an action brought under 
this act. 


LIMITATIONS AND 
CONDITIONS 


It is an elementary rule that suits 
against the United States may be 
maintained only by permission, in 
the prescribed manner, and subject 
to the restrictions imposed by the 
statute. Munro v. United States, 
supra; Reid v. United States (1908), 
211 U. S. 529. Therefore statutory 
language relaxing the sovereign im- 
munity of the United States from 
suit is strictly construed. Eastern 
Transportation Co. v. United States 
(1926), 272 U. S. 675; Price v. 
United States (1898), 174 U. S. 373; 
United States v. Michel (1930), 282 
U. S. 656; Klamath and Moadoc 
Tribes v. United States (1935), 296 
U. S. 244. 


The United States Attorney is 
frequently and thoughtlessly re- 
quested to waive conditions or lim- 
itations imposed by this statute, as 
well as other statutes, but neither 
he nor the Department of Justice 
has power so to do. Finn v. United 
States (1887), 123 U. S. 227; Stan- 
ley v. Schwably (1895), 162 U. S. 
255; Munro v. United States, supra; 
Minnesota v. U. S., 305 U. S. 382; 
Carr v. United States (1878), 98 
U. S. 433. ; 


“There are vast differences in our 
expressions of speech which at first 
made it somewhat difficult for us.

Just before pulling into 
a station the mother turned to her 
daughter and said, “Mary, mind 
what I tell you. When we get off 
do just as I do, and back down off 
the car. I can’t tell you why just 
now.” After getting off the train 
the obedient daughter turned to her 
mother and asked why she made this 
peculiar request, and her mother re- 
plied, “I overheard those two Amer- 
icans and they said, ‘When those 
two dames get off we'll pinch their 
seats.””’”—Ralph T. Jones in The 
Atlanta Constitution. 


In the trial of a recent case this 
question was asked, 

“Did you see the defendant that 
day ?” 

The answer was, “Not according 
to my remeration.” 





The New Kentucky Statutes

He has been a member of the Statute Revision 
Commission of Kentucky ever since it was appointed. He is 
an ex-president of the State Bar Association. 


On April 30, 1943, the Court of 
Appeals handed down opinions in 
two cases, which may be regarded 
as a milestone in the statute law of 
Kentucky (Fidelity & Columbia 
Trust Company, Trustee, v. Meek; 
Swift v. Southeastern Greyhound 
Lines). The whole Court sat in 
each case, and there was no dissent- 
ing voice in either. The conclusion 
reached in both was that the Ken- 
tucky Revised Statutes (Chapter 
208, Acts of 1942) were “enacted as 
the law of the Commonwealth and 
not adopted as a compilation.” The 
Court likewise said with reference 
to the alleged unconstitutionality of 
the act, it having been claimed that 
it related to more than one subject: 


“WE, THEREFORE, HOLD 
THE ACT CONSTITUTIONAL.” 


Thus was concluded the first and 
most important chapter of a move- 
ment started by the Kentucky State 
Bar Association more than seven 
years ago, and which in turn was 
the outcome of the Integrated Bar 
Act passed through the efforts of 
that Association in 1934. When the 
Statute Revision Commission in the 
next few months shall issue the 
second volume of its work, contain- 
ing the history and annotations of 
the Statutes down to date, Ken- 
tucky will have definitely aligned 
itself with the states where the 


printing of laws is considered to be 
for the benefit of the public and not 
for publishing houses. Despite con- 
stant and active opposition from 
those who formerly controlled the 
business; ignoring the captious and 
unfounded criticisms of a few per- 
sons; and in the face of a small body 
of older lawyers who either could 
not or would not see the advantages 
of a real revision of the laws, the 
Statute Commission and the Reviser 
of Statutes have conscientiously 
tried to perform the task assigned to 
them. The unanimous approval of 
the result by the decisions of the 
Court of Appeals, coupled with its 
previous indorsement by _ both 
houses of the General Assembly 
(also unanimous) is a happy ending 
to seven long years of service. 
When the original act providing 
for a statutory revision became ef- 
fective in 1936, the Governor pro- 
ceeded immediately to appoint a 
“Statute Committee,” but unfor- 
tunately there had been no provision 
made for funds with which to carry 
out the powers which had been 
granted to it. Furthermore, it soon 
developed after conferences and 
correspondence with leading mem- 
bers of the bar, that, if a substantial 
improvement was to be accom- 
plished, it would be necessary to 
enlarge the powers of the commit- 
tee. The law as passed had provided 
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that “The Committee shall not alter 
the language or sense of any act of 
the General Assembly.” Obviously 
it was not possible to revise the 
existing statutes in a thorough and 
satisfactory manner unless the com- 
mittee could also be given power 
to rectify errors of language, or to 
reconcile differences or doubts which 
had arisen or might arise through 
mistakes or omissions of language. 
While the sense should not be al- 
tered, most lawyers thought that it 
would be advisable to change the 
wording of many sections. 


At the next regular session of 
the General Assembly the statute 
revision act was amended so as to 
eliminate the provisions against 
changing the language, but con- 
tinuing the restrictions upon alter- 
ing the meaning of any existing 
statute. Likewise during that ses- 
sion there was sufficient money al- 
lowed to carry on the work which 
would be entailed by such a 
thorough revision. So, beginning 
July 1, 1938, with Mr. Robert K. 
Cullen as chief reviser, and two 
able assistants, the committee (as 
it was then called) started the 
actual task of revision. By January, 
1940, the existing statutes had been 
pretty thoroughly checked with the 
enrolled acts, and, as a first step 
towards simplifying and clarifying 
them, 1,032 sections were repealed 
by one legislative act at that ses- 
sion, because they were “obsolete, 
unconstitutional, duplicating, re- 
dundant, or repealed by implica- 
tion.” During the following two 
years the commission devoted itself 
to the task of correcting, combining, 
classifying, rearranging, and pub- 
lishing the remaining statutes. This 
necessitated the painstaking exami- 
nation of every enrolled act of a 
general nature back to the year 
1873, and the decisions of the Court 
of Appeals which were applicable 
thereto, extending down to the Ist 


of October, 1942. The act revising 
the statute laws became effective on 
the last-mentioned date. 

The purpose of the commission 
was to prepare a workable volume, 
reduced in size, understandable in 
form, and eliminating the errors 
which had crept into previous com- 
pilations. 

It may be interesting to give some 
figures, showing the result of its 
labors. They will not only serve 
to explain the vast amount of work 
which had to be done, but will show 
the necessity for time in which to 
do it. There were 12,914 sections 
in Carroll’s Statutes preceding the 
revision, including those sections in 
the 1938 and 1940 supplements. 
There were 8,752 sections in the 
Bill to Revise the Statutes. This 
represents a total reduction of 4,162 
sections. Of this total of 4,162 sec- 
tions, besides the 1,032 which were 
repealed in 1940, 865 were omitted 
from the Revision bill, making a 
total of 1,897 sections entirely omit- 
ted. The balance of the reduction 
was accomplished by consolidation 
of duplicating sections. There were 
517 new sections created by the 
1942 Legislature, and 205 sections 
in the Bill to Revise the Statutes 
were repealed by the 1942 Legis- 
lature, making a net increase by 
reason of 1942 legislation of 308 
sections. These 308 sections added 
to the number in the Bill to Revise 
the Statutes makes a total of 9,060 
sections in our 1942 edition of the 
Statutes. 


The revision, when adopted by 
the General Assembly, was intended 
to repeal (and the Court of Appeals 
has now said that it did repeal) all 
statutes of a general nature enacted 
prior to the regular session of 1942. 
All other acts of a general nature 
enacted at the regular and special 
sessions of the 1942 General Assem- 
bly, as stated, were included in the

revised edition. The revision and 
the other 1942 acts together consti- 
tute the Kentucky Revised Statutes 
of 1942, first edition, and, as we 
have said, are now, by decision of 
our highest court, “the statutory 
laws of the Commonwealth.” No 
compilation of the statute laws of 
Kentucky other than this edition is 
admissible as evidence of the law 
in any court or proceeding in the 


State (K.R.S. 447.110). 


In the preface to the above- 
mentioned volume the scope and 
effect of the Kentucky Revised 
Statutes were carefully explained by 
the reviser. In its report to the 
1942 General Assembly the Revision 
Commission likewise made a state- 
ment of its plans (see pages 11-13 
of the same volume). It may be 
proper to quote the following from 
that statement (with a slight change 
in language) : 


“As an adjunct to the revised 
statutes, a second volume containing 
history notes and annotations will 
be published. This second volume 
will be known as the annotation 
volume. The history notes will 
show the legislative history of every 
section of the revised statutes back 
to the year 1873. The annotations 
will show the judicial history of 
each section and are being prepared 
directly from the opinions of the 
Court of Appeals. No reliance has 
been had upon any previous set of 
annotations. It is likely that volume 
two will not be ready for sale until 
several months after the distribu- 
tion of the statute volume.” 


The publication of the volumes 
which have been described is part 
of a long-range program, which we 
believe is going to be of increasing 
benefit to the people of Kentucky 
and particularly to the lawyers of 


the State. It will not only furnish 
a more concise, clear, and correct 


edition of the statutes, well indexed 
and fully annotated from original | 
sources, but will be improved as 
new editions are prepared, for this 
is the first of a series. 
been a few errors discovered of a 
typographical or clerical nature. 
Some alleged mistakes have been 
explained when called to the atten- 
tion of the commission. When it 
is considered that the completed 
volume, as stated above, still con- 
tains more than 9,000 sections, it can 
be seen how difficult it will be to 
achieve perfection in the final 
product. One of our great daily 
papers has well said, in commenting 
on the two recent decisions of the 
Court of Appeals: 


“It would be remarkable if some 
errors did not appear somewhere in 
the process of preparing, copying, 
enacting, and printing so many 
words; but already it is evident that 
there are not nearly so many as 
have occurred in the past output of 
legislative sessions. Now that the 
accumulation of 60 [should be 70] 
years has been winnowed and sys- 
tematized and the commission given 
a permanent status, better consid- 
ered laws, better drawn, can be ex- 
pected in the future. The services 
of the reviser will enable successive 
legislatures to keep revision current 
in conformity with judicial decisions 
as well as to avoid technical defects 
and provisions in bills conflicting 
with other statutes.” 


As indicated above, the 1942 Gen- 
eral Assembly created a permanent 
Statute Revision Commission and 
the office of Reviser of Statutes. It 
will be the function and duty of 
those officers to see that any mis- 
takes which have been made in the 
present edition shall be corrected, 
and that future errors shall be re- 
duced to a minimum. It is contem- 
plated that the efforts of the com- 
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mission and reviser will be devoted, 
as they have always been, to im- 
provement both of the statute laws 
and of the publications in which 
they may appear. The expense of 
such publications, already reduced 
to an appreciable extent, will be 
materially less for the second and 
all subsequent editions. The pur- 
chase price will be fixed at a sum 
sufficient only to cover the cost. On 
that subject we quote from the 
preface to the Revision: 


“Tt is the plan of the commission 
that the text of the statutes be re- 
published biennially, following each 
session of the General Assembly. 
Ownership of the type metal by the 
state will enable this to be done 
economically. This plan will en- 
able the statutes, annotations and 
history to be kept up to date; it will 
permit continuous improvement of 
the index, and will centralize infor- 
mation with respect to the statutes 
in an agency that will be in a posi- 
tion to propose necessary amend- 
ments and additions to the statutes 
for enactment and to cause new 
legislation to be intelligently corre- 
lated with the old. Each user of 
the statutes is invited to submit to 
the commission or the reviser such 
complaints or suggestions concern- 
ing the statutes as he considers will 
result in improving the statutes, and 
also to call upon the commission 
and reviser for such information as 
may be at their disposal.” 

t is expected that the volume of 
annotations, when issued, will be 
comparatively permanent. All cur- 
rent decisions will be printed in the 
biennial editions of the statutes, and 
it will not be necessary to reprint 
the annotations volume until the 
number of those accumulating shall 
make the statute volume too cum- 
bersome to handle. There will prob- 
ably be no need for what is called 
a statutory “service,” inasmuch as 
the volume of statutes will always 


be up to date, but, if such a need 
should develop, it will be met. In 
order to supply the gap pending the 
publication of the history and an- 
notations volume, current citations 
are now being published in the Ken- 
tucky State Bar Journal. 


The delay which has occurred in 
the publication of the second volume 
on the part of the commission is a 
matter of much regret to all its 
members. This has been due, how- 
ever, to causes which have been 
beyond its control. Chief among 
them have been conditions arising 
out of the war. These have de- 
prived the commission of able and 
experienced assistants, have inter- 
fered with its paper supply and 
have caused an actual financial loss. 


In a recent letter to the members 
of the bar and the bench the com- 
mission has endeavored to explain 
the foregoing facts, but it has 
seemed proper that this supplemen- 
tal statement should be made. If 
the lawyers of the State will con- 
tinue to give their active and loyal 
support to the efforts of the commis- 
sion, as most of them have done, 
they will find that the new statutes 
and annotations will be a vast im- 
provement over what they have had 
in the past. From a financial stand- 
point alone it will pay them. In a 
legal and professional way every 
lawyer will be assisted and will in 
turn render help to others. As a 
matter of good citizenship and pub- 
lic spirit, the co-operation of all is 
earnestly desired.

Conducting a Traftic Court

EDITOR’S NOTE: This article is a chapter taken from 
Mr. Warren’s book “Traffic Courts,” published under the aus- 
pices of the National Conference of Judicial Councils and The 
National Committee on Traffic Law Enforcement by Little, 


Brown & Company, Boston. 


It is axiomatic that all courts of 
law should be conducted in a man- 
ner calculated to inspire respect and 
deference for the element of govern- 
ment they exemplify. Any lack of 
impressiveness, any levity or dis- 
regard of high judicial tenets will 
not only nullify the effectiveness of 
the court, but will tend to create a 
disrespect for the entire judicial 
process. Courts with jurisdiction 
over traffic cases are particularly 
vulnerable for a number of reasons: 
First, because the defendants are 
above the average of criminal court 
defendants and they have higher 
standards to be met; second, in a 
vast number of cases this is the only 
court they will experience and their 
idea of the entire judicial system 
may well be founded on the impres- 
sion received here; third, the aim of 
a traffic court is to impress defend- 
ants with the importance of, and 
need for, traffic law observance; and, 
fourth, it is very important in traffic 
courts that the conduct should be 
of a high caliber so that attempts 
of “fixers” will not be invited or con- 
doned. By reason of these factors 
the manner of a traffic court judge 
and the conduct of his court should 
be governed by standards no less 
high than those of any other 
tribunal. 

Judges who sit in courts dealing 
with traffic offenders should bear in 


mind that their funetion is mainly 
a corrective one, only to a small de- 
gree punitive. The traffic court is 
a classroom as well as a courtroom 
for its aim is to impress defendants 
by its desire to prevent rather than 
punish. Yet the average defendant 
apparently leaves the traffic court 
without either a heightened con- 
sciousness as to safety problems or 
a feeling of respect. 

The blame for this condition can- 
not always be placed upon the judge. 
In a great number of jurisdictions 
it occurs as a result of factors be- 
yond his control. The situation in 
our larger cities is illustrative. A 
judge entering the courtroom may 
be confronted with anywhere from 
200 to 1,000 traffic cases. Assuming 
a six-hour court day, there will be, 
on the average, approximately one- 
third of a minute to one and a half 
minutes available for the disposal 
of each case! 

On the other hand, the judges 
themselves are often responsible for 
criticisms leveled at courts with 
traffic jurisdiction. In many in- 
stances their manner of handling 
trials and their careless supervision 
over proceedings indicate a lack of 
interest and create anything but 
favorable impressions among the 
defendants. It is trials under such 
conditions that permit the descrip- 
tion of traffic courts as dispensers of 
“amateur justice.” 
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A person on trial for a traffic of- 
fense refuses to think of himself as 
a criminal. He may well be a per- 
son of repute and importance in the 
community and himself accustomed 
to deference. Unless the courtroom 
and judge impart a feeling of re- 
spect and solemnity, defendants ex- 
pect (and often obtain) informal or 
even pleasant treatment. With this 
attitude it is difficult to imagine 
their being impressed by any lesson 
the court may try to instill. Realiz- 
ing this, a number of the judges 
interviewed regretted that the prac- 
tice of wearing judicial robes had 
been discarded. Not only did they 
believe the robe would add dignity 
and atmosphere to the court, but 
they felt it would be invaluable in 
distinguishing the judge from the 
neighbor who might have talked 
about gardens or politics with the 
defendant the night before. 

Robes alone, however, cannot 
take the place of a judicial manner. 
Regardless of the seriousness with 
which the court is prepared to treat 
violations of traffic laws, it cannot be 
an effective enforcement agency so 
long as the proceedings fail to in- 
still a respect for the result. This 
respect depends upon the judicial 
personality, a proper conception of 
the importance of the subject mat- 
ter, and the manner of conducting 
court. 

One of the few attributes that a 
large number of traffic court judges 
were found to have in common was 
a tendency to convene court late. 
Sometimes the tardiness was a mat- 
ter of ten or fifteen minutes, but 
very often the interval was from a 
half hour to one and one-half hours. 
An occasional delay is, of course, 
understandable but a habitual ap- 
pearance thirty or more minutes 
after the appointed time cannot be 
excused. Im 'one city where the 
court hours were 10 a. m. to 4 p. m., 


11 a. m. was officially given as the 
time for appearance because the 
judge never appeared before that 
hour. Late appearances by judges 
evoke unfavorable psychological re- 
actions on the part of defendants, 
witnesses, and officers, and also oc- 
casion a greater hurrying of trials 
in order to get through the normally 
crowded docket. Often the lateness 
was accompanied by an obvious de- 
sire to finish quickly. The evidence 
of police officers and witnesses alike 
was cut short, defendants were 
waved away by the judge while still 
giving their excuses and the judg- 
ment of the court was given with 
one eye on the clock. This 
type of trial all too often left con- 
victed defendants with the impres- 
sion that they never had a chance. 
In addition to the tardiness and 
impatience of judges, other aspects 
of traffic trials were severely cen- 
sured. The opinion was often ex- 
pressed that the judges themselves 
seemed to treat the proceedings in 
these courts as a joke. Informality 
was the keynote and would often 
appear to be encouraged. Clerks 
and bailiffs chatted and called greet- 
ings as casually as though they were 
on the street. One judge related 
that he felt constrained to leave the 
bench because he was unable to 
make himSelf heard. When asked 
why he had not enforced order, he 
replied it would have meant jailing 
the bailiffs and officers. Instances 
of familiarity and light by-play with 
defendants, of pleasantries with 
women violators, and of the use of 
good-natured profanity were ob- 
served. It was common practice for 
conversations between the judge 
and officials or visitors to be carried 
on simultaneously with the trial of 
the case in many of the courts 
visited. In one city the judge 
walked up and down as the case 
was being tried and in another the 
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judge frequently left the bench dur- 
ing the progress of an accident case, 
returning in time to render a de- 
cision. 

A number of judges had tele- 
phones on or near their benches 
which rang during trials and over 
which conversations were conducted 
amid the examination of witnesses 
by the prosecutor. One judge af- 
forded those in the courtroom an 
indication of his interest in proceed- 
ings and a great deal of amusement 
by attempting to assess a penalty 
on a witness rather than on the de- 
fendant. 

This informality and lack of dig- 
nity frequently extended to court- 
room conditions as well as to actions 
on the bench. While only once was 
a courtroom observed where spec- 
tators wore their hats, several in- 
stances were found where smoking 
was permitted during the time court 
was in session, even on the part of 
the judge. In other cases smoking 
was apparently condoned before the 
judge appeared and during recess, 
as the courtrooms would be. filled 
with smoke and tobacco odor each 
time the court convened and recon- 
vened. The munching of candy and 
pretzels on the part of both spec- 
tators and clerks was witnessed in 
the courtrooms of two cities and 
one judge was found surreptitiously 
finishing a pear as he came on the 
bench. In a large number of juris- 
dictions the judges sitting on traffic 
benches seemed either to welcome 
or to be unaware of a large number 
of hangers-on who frequented their 
courts. Sometimes these bystand- 
ers were found sitting on the railing 
which separated the bench from the 
courtroom, while in one case two 
men were observed leaning upon 
the back of the judge’s chair, peer- 
ing interestedly at the defendant. 
To avoid this the court in at least 
one city has found it necessary to 


rule that “No person except those 
city employees whose duties require 
their presence therein shall be per- 
mitted in the private part of the 
Clerk’s Office, inside the counter.” 

In about one-third of the courts 
visited the judges permitted some- 
one other than themselves to con- 
trol proceedings. Sometimes the 
police officer or defendant seemed 
the dominant party but usually it 
was the prosecutor who stood out. 
Conferences were held on cases to 
be called by prosecutor and clerk 
while the judge sat on the bench 
awaiting something to do. Cases 
were taken out of the pile to be tried 
or were handed to the judge with a 
comment that apparently settled 
matters. Judges were observed tak- 
ing little or no part in the trial. Or- 
ders which would normally emanate 
from the bench were given by a 
clerk or prosecutor, and only on 
rare occasions did the judge put a 
question to any of the witnesses. 

The scene in many of the courts 
which handled traffic cases con- 
veyed an ‘impression of deep con- 
fusion. There was a great deal of 
scurrying back and forth. Officers, 
witnesses, and defendants could not 
be found at the proper time. Bailiffs 
and clerks almost continually called 
and recalled names. Clerks started 
the calling, bailiffs, circulating 
through the courtroom, took up the 
task and at times everyone seemed 
to join in. Papers were strewn about 
and apparently anyone with an urge 
to examine them was allowed to do 
so, even to carrying them away 
from the clerk’s desk. Such activity 
often took place in the midst of 
trials and made it impossible for 
persons not close to the judge or 
witness to hear the testimony. In 
fact, judges often had to lean to- 
wards whoever was speaking in 
order to hear clearly. 

A number of judges habitually 
tried cases in chambers. Occasion- 
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ally a court would adjourn briefly 
while a defendant and other inter- 
ested persons went into the judge’s 
chambers for a trial. This pro- 
cedure was evidently a mark of con- 
sideration for prominent or in- 
fluential citizens (or their friends), 
who preferred not to have the gen- 
eral assemblage hear the details of 
their offense. Such hearings are 
undemocratic and dangerous so far 
as enforcement is concerned. They 
create doubt and suspicion in the 
minds of those in the courtroom and 
reflect a deference that is certainly 
not “equal justice under the law.” 
In two cities orders have been is- 
sued forbidding this practice, one 
jurisdiction acting after a major 
judicial scandal. However, many 
jurisdictions still wink at the prac- 
Lice, 

Trials conducted in whispers have 
an effect somewhat similar to those 
of hearings-in-chambers and of con- 
fidential conversations on the bench 
during the course of a trial. Yet a 
number of courts with traffic juris- 
diction are addicted to the practice 
of trying cases in tones inaudible 
to any but those immediately before 
the bench. On the other hand, at 
least one court has installed a loud- 
speaker system to avoid the crea- 
tion of such impressions. It is un- 
questionably good policy to indicate 
that an open, frank, and public trial 
is had in every case. This procedure 
has certain guarantees implicit 
therein, which are appreciated both 
by the public and by those who 
would like or feel entitled to ex- 
traordinary consideration. It re- 
moves a possible source of embar- 
rassment to the court and avoids 
suspicion of the judicial respecta- 
bility. 

Irregularities in the conduct of 
trials were frequent. Some courts 
neglected the swearing-in process. 
Not only was the oath administered 






inaudibly but in many courts the 
witness was not asked to raise his 
hand and was not required to swear. 
In some few cases the whole process 
was omitted and unsworn testimony 
was used. Cases were also tried 
and convictions obtained in the ab- 
sence of witnesses or even without 
the presence of officers. One judge 
stated that this procedure saved de- 
fendants an extra trip and aided the 
police department in the same man- 
ner. Another felt it was beneficial 
to the defendants, so they had no 
complaints to make. Hearsay evi- 
dence was common in a majority of 
traffic courts. The responsibility for 
this can be attributed to the absence 
of prosecutors and of officers trained 
in giving evidence. Usually this 
hearsay took the form of statements 
made to persons not testifying and 
which the witness had not heard 
first-hand; i. e., statements for 
which the witness was unable to 
swear either as to the actual exist- 
ence of the conversations or the 
truth thereof. In one case involving 
a collision with a fire-engine, the 
captain of the fire department ap- 
peared in court and read the report 
made to him by the department’s 
driver. That represented the en- 
tire case against the defendant. It 
was allowed in evidence and the de- 
fendant was convicted without one 
piece of testimony by anyone who 
had seen the accident. 

A common practice is to permit 
officers to testify as to details of 
accidents which they did not wit- 
ness. In a typical case, the defend- 
ant’s car had hit a telegraph pole; 
the officer, after stating that he had 
arrived on the scene in answer to 
a call to headquarters announcing 
the accident, not only gave a report 
of the situation as he found it but 
included the details of how the ac- 
cident occurred. His testimony con- 
tained facts such as the street on 
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which the defendant’s car had been 
traveling, that another car headed in 
the opposite direction had extraordi- 
narily bright headlights, and that 
these lights had blinded the defend- 
ant, thereby causing the accident. 
None of these facts had been offered 
by the defendant whose own story 
was not nearly as complete. 

On the other hand, too rigid evi- 
dential requirements were frequent- 
ly encountered. Police departments 
in many jurisdictions believed their 
efforts to enforce traffic laws were 
unduly hampered by a refusal on 
the part of local judges to accept 
evidence as to skid marks or intoxi- 
cation tests. The introduction of 
skid marks has been denied although 
the accuracy of the deduction made 
from them has been demonstrated 
and they are recognized as valuable 
and true evidence by most courts. 
The standard tests for intoxication 
have met with the approval of medi- 
cal associations and of some courts. 


Both types of testimony are widely 
accepted and have been highly éef- 
fective not only for the conviction 
of guilty defendants but also for 
the acquittal of those who were in- 


nocent. The refusal to allow them 
is a manifestation that some courts 
are still prone to move more slowly 
than the times. A large number of 
the courts which permitted the in- 
troduction of such evidence refused 
to hear the scientific conclusions, 
insisting upon being allowed to at- 
tach such weight as they felt was 
deserved by the testimony. For 
example, some judges permitted 
testimony as to the fact and length 
of skid marks but refused to hear 
the probable speed as determined by 
the mathematical formula used for 
that purpose; or listened to the re- 
port of the alcoholic content of the 
blood, but excluded evidence as to 
the amount of alcohol which indi- 
cates intoxication. Of the thirty- 


nine judges approached by ques- 
tionnaire for their opinion of skid 
marks and intoxication tests as evi- 
dence, only 10 per cent professed 
implicit faith in skid marks, although 
80 per cent of the judges would ac- 
cept such evidence for “its worth.” 
Sixty-three per cent were prepared 
to honor intoxication tests, while 28 
per cent felt these tests might be 
worth something. 

The failure to accept this type of 
evidence is unquestionably discour- 
aging to a police force trained and 
zealous in obtaining it. The refusal 
may also prove costly to the com- 
munity, for this is normally used in 
cases which involve serious offenses 
and the erroneous acquittal of the 
defendants therein must necessarily 
slacken traffic law enforcement ef- 
forts and free potential driving 
menaces. 

Judges on traffic benches seldom 
seemed to feel it necessary to tell 
any defendant why he was being 
found guilty or why his offense was 
not only illegal, but unsocial, un- 
safe, and in bad taste. A _ very 
small percentage of all courts ob- 
served in operation made any at- 
tempt to drive home a lesson. In 
short, the educational aspects of 
traffic courts were completely neg- 
lected. Minor offenders were han- 
dled and fined almost mechanically. 
In accident cases the reasons for 
improper driving were not sought. 
Indeed, the fact that the defendant 
had driven poorly was not pointed 
out to him. Reasons for the par- 
ticular penalty decided upon, its 
harshness or its leniency, were sel- 
dom given. Few judges on traffic 
benches seemed to realize the pos- 
sibility that there could exist guilty 
defendants who felt they had done 
no wrong, or in doing wrong that 
they had not acted deliberately and 
were willing to make restitution, 
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and that such defendants believed 
there was no need or reason to 
punish them. Very few traffic 
courts were apparently concerned 
ibout the attitude of convicted de- 
fendants. The conclusion reached 
was that on the whole the treatment 
offenders was very unsatisfactory 
from an educational point of view. 
With the exception of the prob- 


lems of evidence, most of the objec- 
tions to the manner in which traffic 
courts are conducted can be at- 
tributed to a lack of understanding 
or interest on the part of the judges 
in the problems of traffic. Nothing 
can replace the need for those at- 
tributes in any court that wishes to 
be an effective agency for the en- 
forcement of traffic laws. 





Maneuvering 
By E. H. SMITH 


There is a very important part of 
the general practitioner’s work that 
has never been set down in any law 
book, nor has any writer so far as 
I know ever written about it. It is 
a highly developed science at which 
some lawyers are exceedingly pro- 
ficient. I do not know that anyone 
has ever attempted to give this 
branch of the lawyer’s work a name, 
and for the want of a better word 
I shall call it maneuvering. The 
most mediocre lawyer is often a 
good maneuverer, but rarely ever is 
the young lawyer proficient at it. 

One of the greatest assets any 
lawyer can have is acquaintance- 
ship. This does not mean merely 
a speaking acquaintance with. a 
large number of people. It means 
that he should know the people of 
his community. Know their first 
names, how many children they 
who their wives are, what 
church if any holds their member- 
ship, what lodges they belong to, 
their likes and dislikes, their tem- 
peraments, eccentricities, who they 
are under obligations to, who holds 
a mortgage if any—in fact, know 
them well. To know this takes a 
lot of living in any community, and 


have, 


without it no lawyer can hope to 
become a good maneuverer. 

Building a law practice is not 
like a business; it is more like rais- 
ing a baby. A business man at the 
end of the year has either gained 
or lost so much money. A lawyer 
has taken in so much, but his ac- 
quaintance has grown and continues 
to grow from year to year; it is of 
inestimable value, yet cannot be 
translated into dollars. 

The better a lawyer knows the 
people of the community the better 
maneuverer he is. 

Here is an instance of maneuver- 
ing that came up in my early prac- 
tice long before my acquaintance 
was anything like as large as it is 
now. 

A girl who would have been 
classed as a pauper inherited some 
land. The land was of little value 
until mineral was found on it. She 
executed a lease. The considera- 
tion for the lease was that she was 
to be paid monthly five per cent, 
which sum was to be deposited to 
her credit in a named bank. The 
land was quickly developed. The 
mineral find was a rich one. The 
five per cent provided for was regu- 
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larly deposited as the lease pro- 
vided and amounted to many thou- 
sand dollars per month. This girl, 
who had never had enough clothes 
in her life, provided herself with 
an elaborate wardrobe, the best and 
most expensive the market afforded. 
In a few weeks she tired of this and 
purchased another. One expensive 
fur coat was not enough; she pur- 
chased a dozen or more. She pur- 
chased a _ high-priced automobile, 
wrecked it, junked it, and purchased 
another; this was about a monthly 
occurrence. She patronized the 
most ‘expensive restaurants and 
roomed at a high-priced hotel. She 
lived according to her idea of how 
a wealthy woman should live. She 
married a common laborer and pro- 
vided him with every luxury. A 
baby was born, and no baby before 
or since has ever been dressed or 
cared for as that baby was. it was 
provided with silk diapers. One 
nurse was not enough; she had two. 
No reasonable amount of money 
could pay this girl’s expenses. The 
more she had, the more she had to 
have. The day came that the five 
per cent of the mineral she was re- 
ceiving proved insufficient for her 
needs. 

The mining company was pros- 
perous. Her land had proved a 
bonanza. She began to look around 
for some way to make the mining 
company pay her more. She con- 
ceived the idea that she had been 
swindled and defrauded and com- 
menced a suit in which she stated 
that her original contract had been 
that the mining company was to 
pay her ten per cent of the mineral 
taken from her land. That all the 
time she had thought she had been 
receiving ten per cent, and only re- 
cently had she discovered that she 
was receiving only five per cent, and 
that the five per cent instead of ten 
per cent had been written in the 


lease through fraud on the part of 
the mining company, the prayer of 
the petition was for as much as she 
had already spent and a requirement 
that the mining company pay in the 
future ten per cent of the mineral 
taken from the land instead of five. 

The mining company came to me. 
I knew all about this girl’s spending 
habits, that money went through 
her hands like the grains of sand 
through the fingers of a child. | 
knew, or at least believed, that she 
could not break herself of her newly 
formed spending habits, that to take 
her bank account away would be 
like taking the water and bowl away 
from a goldfish. 

I also felt sure that if she ac- 
cepted the money from the mining 
company knowing she was receiving 
five per cent that that would be a 
ratification of the lease with its five 
per cent clause. 

I therefore advised my clients to 
go right ahead with their five per 
cent deposits in the named _ bank. 
I proceeded to delay the suit, be- 
lieving that sooner or later she 
would draw the money from the 
bank and thus ratify the lease. It 
went along this way for several 
months. Her account grew to an 
enormous size. Then one day she 
drew the money from the bank. Her 
attorney was convinced that this ac- 
tion on her part ratified the lease 
and ruined her law suit, and he 
dismissed the action. Now that is 
a case of maneuvering. I maneu- 
vered the plaintiff into a position 
where she won the suit for me. | 
could not have done this had I not 
been well acquainted with the spend- 
ing habits of that girl. 

I recall another instance of this 
kind of practice that came under 
my observation. A young man was 
married, a shot-gun wedding culmi- 
nated his courtship. He had em- 
barked upon the sea of matrimony 
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beset with storms, but between 
storms there was a brief interlude 
of calm. The wife was high strung, 
moody, tempestuous, and mean. A 
typical hellcat. After one of the 
frequent storms the wife swore to 
and had a warrant issued against 
her husband charging criminal abor- 
tion. The husband denied it. He 
consulted an attorney who was well 
acquainted with the wife. The at- 
torney advised the young man to 
make peace with his wife and then 
to consult him again. The young 
man did this and a brief period of 
calm ensued. During this period of 
calm the attorney had the husband 
to bring his wife to the lawyer’s 
office. While there the wife made, 
signed, and swore to an affidavit 
in which she stated that all her ac- 
cusations about the criminal abor- 
tion were false, that no such act 
had ever taken place, and that she 
had made it in a fit of rage. The 
attorney put the affidavit away. A 
short talk with the prosecuting at- 
torney resulted in a dismissal of the 
warrant. The period of calm ended, 
as they always do, to be followed by 
a more tempestuous storm. Calm 
followed storm and storm calm over 
a period of a year. The wife forgot 
all about the affidavit. One of these 
family storms was more severe. It 
occurred while a grand jury was in 
session. The young man went to 
his attorney and said, “My wife is 
threatening to renew that abortion 
matter and is right now before the 
grand jury telling a pack of lies.” 

The attorney took from his files 
the forgotten affidavit, rapped on 
the door of the grand jury room, 
when the door was opened he gave 
the affidavit to one of the grand jury. 
No indictment was returned. The 
attorney had maneuvered this young 
woman into a position where she 
could not be believed. He was able 
to do this because of his thorough 


knowledge of the mental character 
of the girl. When he took the affi- 
davit he knew that sooner or later 
the matter would come up again. 

Another instance of this sort of 
practice in which an affidavit proved 
important is this: 

During the time the national pro- 
hibition law was in force a young 
man named Johnson was arrested 
with a small amount of whiskey in 
his possession. He was promised 
immunity from prosecution if he 
would disclose from whom he ob- 
tained the whiskey. He immediately 
accused an associate, Edgar Sunday, 
went before a grand jury and in- 
dicted Sunday. Edgar Sunday 
strongly denied ever having fur- 
nished Johnson any whiskey in any 
manner. He came to me to defend 
him. The only’ witness against 
Sunday was Johnson, but at that 
time public sentiment in our com- 
munity was so strong for the en- 
forcement of the prohibition law 
that juries would reverse the court’s 
instructions and give the benefit of 
all doubt to the prosecution. I 
knew Johnson to be an affable, good 
fellow without any sense of respon- 
sibility. I knew that his every act 
was governed by expediency, with- 
out any desire to get anyone in 
trouble. Sunday had said to me, 
“Johnson won't tell me I sold him 
any whiskey.” I suggested to Sun- 
day that he get with Johnson in a 
crowd of friends, that then he should 
bring the subject up and see what 
Johnson would say. Sunday did 
this; Johnson was loquacious in his 
denial that he ever got any whiskey 
from Sunday, said there was some 
mistake about the indictment, that 
he had never told the grand jury 
Sunday had let him have any whis- 
key. My client, Sunday, reported 
all this to me. I suggested to Sun- 
day that he watch his opportunity 
and repeat the performance and 
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that as soon as Johnson remade 
these statements for him and his 
friends to go with Johnson before 
a local justice of the peace and have 
Johnson make out and sign an affi- 
davit stating that he had at no time 
obtained any whiskey from Sunday. 
This was done and Sunday brought 
the affidavit to me. 

It was several months before the 
case came up for trial, but when it 
did, Johnson got on the witness 
stand and stated positively that he 
had purchased the whiskey from 
Sunday. When he was turned over 
to me for cross-examination, I took 
from my pocket the affidavit, un- 
folded it deliberately, knowing full 
well with what interest the witness 

yas watching me. My first ques- 
tion was, “Didn’t you make an affi- 
davit before Justice’—naming the 
justice—“in which you stated that 
you at no time procured any whis- 
key from Edgar Sunday?” 


“Yes—but,” here the court inter- 
rupted with, “Never mind any ex- 


planation. 
davit ?” 
“I did,” the witness answered. 
The court then addressed the jury, 
“Gentlemen, this case is dismissed.” 
Because I knew Johnson and his 
likelihood to swear as a matter of 
expediency I was able to maneuver 
him into a position where he could 
not be believed. 
A case of maneuvering that has 
become a classic at our bar is this: 
The defendant had shot the com- 
plaining witness with a_ shot-gun 
in that part of his anatomy where 
it would have ruined his tail light 
if he had been wearing a tail light. 
The wound was an ugly and serious 
one. The case looked dark for the 
defendant. The night before the 
day set for the trial the defendant’s 
attorney called on the complaining 
witness and asked to see the wound 


Did you make such affi- 


inflicted by the load of shot. The 
attorney knew this witness to be 
extremely modest and a person of 
much personal dignity, and, as he 
expected, the witness indignantly 
refused to thus expose himself. 

“Very well, sir,” said the attorney, 
shaking his finger in the witness's 
face, “when I get you on the witness 
stand tomorrow I am going to make 
you take your breeches off and show 
it to the whole court room.” Next 
day the witness was not present and 
never could be induced to come to 
court. The case was dismissed. 
Only by being well acquainted with 
the witness, and knowing that the 
idea of undressing himself before a 
court room full of people would be 
abhorrent to this witness and 
against every thought of gentility, 
was the lawyer thus able to win the 
case for his client. That was ma- 
neuvering with a vengeance. 

Here is another instance where 
a lawyer because of his knowledge 
of the people of the community was 
able to maneuver a client out of an 
embarrassing and serious situation. 

A woman approached a police 
magistrate of a small town with a 
story of having been assaulted and 
raped. Her assailant she described 
but did not know, but she was sure 
she would know him if she ever saw 
him again. Accompanied by an of- 
ficer she made the rounds of the 
principal streets looking for the 
assailant. She saw and pointed out 
a prominent farmer whom she posi- 
tively identified as the attacker. A 
warrant was issued and the farmer 
arrested. A firm of lawyers was 
employed to defend. One of the 
members of this firm of lawyers 
knew this woman well. He knew 
her reputation proved her to be a 
harlot, and that she had a mania for 
being the center of attraction. That 
she wanted to have the spotlight 
always shining on her. He there- 
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fore doubted that she had ever 
been attacked by anyone, and 
especially by the farmer she had ac- 
cused. The other member of this 
firm of lawyers in general physical 
build was not unlike the accused 
farmer. He was about the same 
age, the same weight, and the same 
height. 

On the day of the examining trial 
the defendant was instructed by his 
attorneys to take his seat in the 
court room among the spectators 
and to avoid all contact with his 
attorneys. When the trial of the 
case was ready to commence, the 
senior member of the law firm en- 
tered the court room, openly in the 
role of attorney for the defendant, 
followed by his partner acting the 
role of a defendant. 

The complaining woman was, af- 
ter identifying herself and telling 
of the assault, asked to point out, 
if he were in the.court room, the 
man who assaulted her. She 
promptly pointed her finger at the 
junior member of the defending law 
firm, with the positive statement, 
“There he is right there.” The case 
was promptly dismissed. Had the 
defendant accompanied his attor- 
neys into that court room, undoubt- 
edly she would have identified him 
promptly and positively as her as- 
sailant. The attorneys had so ma- 
neuvered the case that the fact that 
the woman did not know who had 
assaulted her, if anyone had, was 
brought forcibly and positively to 
the attention of the court and the 
prosecuting attorney. Due to this 
maneuvering, a lengthy and expen- 
sive trial was avoided and a good 
citizen saved much expense and a 
world of embarrassment. 

The following incident is clearly 
maneuvering, but it is not based on 
acquaintance. A young lady bought 
a new automobile. She had a 
Sweetheart who was beset with the 


demon of jealousy. She was proud 
of her new automobile and wanted 
to take her friends out for a ride. 
Among the friends were several 
boy friends, one in particular who 
was disliked by her sweetheart. Her 
taking this particular boy friend for 
a ride resulted in a lovers’ quarrel 
and a fit of jealous rage on the part 
of her sweetheart. While in this 
rage he concluded that the new 
automobile was the cause of all his 
trouble, and proceeded to destroy 
that cause by demolishing the auto- 
mobile with a hatchet. The young 
lady was greatly incensed and hu- 
miliated over the incident. The loss 
of her new car was more than she 
could stand. She applied for and 
obtained a warrant against her 
sweetheart charging “malicious mis- 
chief.” The prosecutor, believing 
that she would recant, required of 
her an affidavit as to the facts be- 
fore he would approve the warrant. 
As was to be expected, these lovers 
“made up.” The young lady re- 
canted and sought to have the war- 
rant dismissed. This the prosecutor 
would not permit and told the young 
lady she would have to testify and 
that if she testified differently from 
the affidavit she had made he would 
prosecute for false swearing. The 
attorney suggested to his client and 
to the young lady that a wife could 
not be compelled to testify against 
her husband. A few minutes before 
the case was called for trial these 
young people were married. The 
case was called for trial; the young 
woman took the witness stand and 
announced that she would not tes- 
tify and could not be made to testify 
because she was the wife of the 
defendant. The prosecutor, for 
want of evidence, dismissed the 
action. The attorney had ma- 
neuvered his client free of the war- 
rant, but into a wedding. 

One of the best jobs of maneuver- 
ing that I ever heard about, I be- 
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lieve to be pure fiction; it was, how- 
ever, such a good job that it is 
worth telling about here. 

It was a criminal case. The fact 
of the crime was undisputed. In 
the face of the testimony of several 
witnesses who positively identified 
him as the perpetrator of the crime, 
the defendant stoutly maintained 
that he was innocent and insisted 
that the witnesses were grievously 
mistaken. The guilt or innocence 
of the defendant rested wholly upon 
the correctness of identification. Of 
course the defendant proved an 
alibi. It was doubtful whether the 
jury would believe the alibi wit- 
nesses or the witnesses who posi- 
tively identified the defendant. 

The defendant under the tutelage 
of his attorney had dressed and 
groomed himself for his trial. He 
wore a black cutaway coat and 
striped trousers, his coal black hair 
was neatly trimmed and_ brushed 
pompadour, he wore a . beard 
trimmed to a Vandyke and on his 
upper lip a mustache in proportion 
to the beard. His shirt was white 
and he wore a soft black tie in a 
loose bow. 

During the progress of the trial 
the defendant’s attorney sought and 
obtained the indulgence of the 
court for the purpose of a few 
minutes’ consultation with his client. 
When he returned to the court 
room he was followed, not by one, 
but by seven defendants, each of 
the same height and weight, each 
with coal black hair brushed pompa- 
dour, each wearing a Vandyke 
beard surmounted by a mustache 
on the upper lip, each dressed in a 
black cutaway coat and_ striped 
trousers, a white shirt, and _ soft 
black tie tied in a loose bow. The 
identifying witnesses were recalled 
and asked to point out the defend- 
ant. Some picked one of the seven, 
some another, all hesitated in his 


identification. After this the jury 
believed the alibi witnesses. This 
was an expensive bit of maneuver- 
ing. That lawyer had searched long 
and diligently for men who looked 
like the defendant, he had purchased 
the clothing, paid each of the extra 
six a fee, directed the grooming of 
the hair and beards of all and em- 
ployed the services of a theatrical 
make-up artist to put on the finish- 
ing touches, so that each of the 
seven could not be distinguished 
from any of the other six. The ex- 
pense of all this was, of course, in- 
cluded in the attorney’s bill to the 
defendant. The attorney had ma- 
neuvered the identifying witnesses 
into a position where they could not 
be certain of their identification. 

The principles of law involved in 
the trial of a criminal case are easily 
mastered. It takes no _ profound 
lawyer to be a master of the criminal 
law. More often than otherwise, 
the facts in the trial of criminal 
cases are far more important than 
the law involved. To _ properly 
analyze and present the facts takes 
more of a psychologist than a law- 
yer. It is the practice of the crimi- 
nal law that gave rise to the belief 
that in criminal cases we practice 
more psychology than law. It is 
my opinion that a defendant in a 
criminal case will fare better when 
he selects his lawyer if he will look 
for a good maneuverer as well as a 
good lawyer.

This story is told about Daniel 
Webster. When he was beginning 
his practice he was approached with 
a proposition of employment in a 
case of not much importance. Mr. 
Webster, believing the case to be of 
little importance, fixed his fee at 
twenty-five dollars and this was paid 
to him. In the course of his prep- 
aration of the case he discovered 
that several legal questions requir- 
ing much arduous .research were in- 
volved, resulting in a great deal more 
work having to be done than was 
expected. His research necessitated 
his making a trip to Boston 
in order to gain access to a law 
library containing publications not 
in his office. This trip he made at 
an expense of forty dollars. Having 
agreed to conduct the case for 
twenty-five, he made no mention of 
this unexpected expense to his 
client. He tried and won the case. 

Several years later when Mr. 
Webster’s fame had spread through- 
out the country, Mr. Webster was 


detained in New York for several 
hours. The newspapers gave pub- 
licity to this stopover. At that 
time there was being tried in one 
of the courts of general jurisdiction 
some very important litigation. One 
of the lawyers involved in this liti- 
gation was taken suddenly ill. In 
looking around for someone to take 
his place, clients were reminded that 
Daniel Webster was in town and 
might be induced to take a part in 
the case. Mr. Webster was ap- 
proached, but because of the short 
time allowed him for preparation 
he declined the employment. Clients 
insisted that he permit them to tell 
him about the litigation and that he 
give them an off-hand opinion. This 
Mr. Webster agreed to. In _ the 
course of the clients’ recital Mr. 
Webster recognized the same 
principles of law were involved as 
had been involved in the twenty- 
five dollar case many years before. 
He agreed to represent the clients. 
He went to the court room and in 
his thorough and masterful manner 
presented his clients’ cause and won 
for them. 


The court, knowing of the cir- 
cumstances of Mr. Webster’s em- 
ployment, expressed amazement at 
the famous lawyer’s familiarity with 
the law involved. Mr. Webster then 
told the court under what circum- 
stances he had become familiar in 
that particular phase of the law.

Report of the Committee on 
Co-operation with the 
American Law Institute 


All the members of your Commit- 
tee attended the American Law In- 
stitute in Philadelphia, May 12-15, 
1942, The meeting was shifted from 
Washington to Philadelphia because 
of the overcrowded condition in 
Washington. 


The Restatement of Judgments and 
the Model Code of Evidence have 
been prepared since the 1942 meet- 
ing. The chairman of your Commit- 
tee is preparing a review of the vol- 
ume on Judgments for the Kentucky 
Law Journal. This makes the ninth 
Restatement which has been com- 
pleted. Four volumes of Torts have 
now been published, which complete 
this series; the last volume having 
been completed since the 1942 meet- 
ing. The Code of Criminal Proce- 
dure, the Youth Court Act, and the 
Youth Correction Authority Act have 
been completed. The subiect of Prop- 
erty is not yet complete. Two more 
volumes will be published. 

Members of the Kentucky Bar will 
be interested to know that there is a 
French translation of the Restatement 
of Conflict of Laws and that work 
is also being done on a Spanish trans- 
lation. 

Last year this Committee reported 
that the annotations of Torts had been 
suspended during the absence of Pro- 
fessor Eblen. The same is now true 
with respect to the -annotations of 
Agency, due to the absence of Pro- 
fessor Pittman. However, the annota- 
tions on the new Security volume, 
published in 1941, will be completed 
by Professor W. Lewis Roberts some- 
time this coming summer, unless un- 
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foreseen events prevent. The Uni- 
versity of Kentucky also hopes to be- 
gin annotating the Restatement of 
Judgments. The annotations of Res- 
titution and Conflict of Laws are not 
complete but are not being pushed 
at the present time, due to the condi- 
tion of health of one of the annotators 
and due to the press of work on the 
part of the other. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Lewis Carroll 
and others felt themselves obliged to 
withdraw from the work on the an- 
notations to the Restatement of the 
law of Trusts. As yet, no one has 
been found to continue this work. 

The members of the bar will find 
the new volumes on Judgments and 
Security to be among the most valu- 
able restatements yet published. 

By the close of the year 1942 it 
appears that the Court of Appeals of 
Kentucky had made 104 citations to 
the various restatements. This shows 
a growing appreciation of the services 
of the Institute. Of course many 
states greatly exceed Kentucky in this 
use. Thus, for example, there were 
747 citations to the restatements by 
the New York courts and approxi- 
mately 1,286 by the Pennsylvania 
courts up through 1942. In Nebraska 
there were 155 during the same period 
of time. It seems, therefore, that 
the attention of the lawyers of Ken- 
tucky should be called more sharply 
to the advantages of the use of the 
restatements and that they should be 
found in a larger number of the law 
offices. Undoubtedly these restate- 
ments will become more useful to the 
members of the bar as soon as anno- 
tations are prepared.

Mr. President and Members of the 
State Bar Association: 


Your Registrar-Treasurer reports 
that as a result of a survey made in 
August, 1942, 3,134 attorneys were 
reported from the 120 counties ; 2,614 
of these have paid their dues; 487 
have reported their induction into the 
armed forces, 102 of which have paid 
their dues, 385 requested suspension 
for the duration. I have information 
that between seventy-five and one 
hundred have been inducted, or have 
been called, which were not reported 
to your Registrar. I think I am safe 
in saying that 600 members will be 
in the armed forces within the next 
six months. 


For your information, 31 deaths 
and 21 resignations were reported. 
There are approximately 75 delin- 
quents, many of whom are reported 
out of the state in war work and 
with the F. B. I. Others I am sure are 
in the armed forces, and for this rea- 
son the usual rule issued each year 
has been withheld. 

The State Bar Association has a 
balance as of this date of $9,937.34. 
Included in this balance is $5,000.00 
in Series “G” Defense Bonds.

Report of Committee on 
Unauthorized Practice of Law

Mr. Gess reported for the Com- 
mittee on Costs. Said report was re- 
ceived, filed, and is in words and 
figures as follows: 


Report of Committee on Costs 


The Treasurer of the Association 
forwarded to your Committee a list 
of all expenditures incurred in con- 
nection with disbarment proceedings 
since the formation of the integrated 
bar. Counsel have been employed in 
the several cities of the state in which 


disbarred or suspended attorneys re- 
side, or formerly resided, in an effort 
to collect the costs of their respective 
hearings, but as of this writing we 
have been wholly unsuccessful in our 
effort to secure reimbursement of 
these expenditures. 

Your Committee feels that the bar 
generally does not recognize the lia- 
bility of disbarred or suspended at- 
torneys for the costs incurred in the 
proceedings resulting in their disbar- 
ment or suspension from practice. We 
recommend the adoption of a rule 
stating in positive language that dis- 
barred or suspended attorneys are 
liable and responsible to the Associa- 
tion for all costs and expenses in- 
curred with respect to the proceedings 
resulting in their disbarment or sus- 
pension, and that it be a prerequisite 
to their reinstatement that all such 
costs and expenses be satisfied in full. 

We further recommend the con- 
tinuance of this Committee, and that 
the Treasurer of the Association be 
ordered and directed to certify to 
the Committee the amount of all costs 
and expenses incurred in such cases 
within thirty days after the determina- 
tion thereof.

Report of the Committee on Legal 
Education and Admission to the Bar 


By reason of existing restrictions 
on travel, your Committee did not 
meet in person during the year. How- 
evet, the members have, by rather 
extensive correspondence, expressed 
their opinions relating to the several 
subjects hereinafter mentioned. We 
have also had the advice of the Deans 
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of each of the Law Schools of the 
State. 

A special committee, with Judge 
Lafon Allen, chairman, was ap- 
pointed by the President of the Asso- 
ciation in the winter of 1942 to in- 
vestigate problems facing law stu- 
dents who had been inducted or who 
were anticipating their induction into 
the armed forces. At the meeting of 
the Board of Bar Commissioners on 
April 8, 1942, Judge Allen reported 
that the Court of Appeals had shortly 
prior thereto, at the request of the 
Board of Bar Examiners, adopted an 
amendment to Rule 2 of the rules 
regulating the admission of persons to 
practice law in Kentucky. The amend- 
ment is as follows: 

“Provided, however, that during the 
emergency created by the present 
War, students who are subject to 
draft, or who are members of the 
Army, Navy, or Air Corps Reserves, 
and who have completed all but the 
final semester of the second year of 
required study in an approved law 
school, shall be permitted to take 
the regular Bar Examination, but 
shall not be licensed to practice until 
their successful completion of the 
prescribed course of study.” 

Judge Allen stated that his com- 
mittee was of the belief that this 
amendment would adequately take 
care of the above problems. However, 
on March 25, 1943, the Court of Ap- 
peals amended Rule 5 by inserting in 
the tenth line of the third grammati- 
cal paragraph thereof immediately 
following the words “The Board of 
Examiners,” this additional language : 

“Or in the event applicant has been 
inducted into the armed forces he 
shall take the examination within one 
year from the date of his discharge.” 


Your Committee recognizes the 
necessity and propriety of the fore- 
going amendments and wholeheartedly 
approves the same. Yet, we are in- 
formed that the Appellate Court has 
been further requested, and now has 









under consideration a proposal, to re- 
duce the requirement of two years 
pre-law study (Rule 2-c) to one year. 
The Committee is unequivocally op- 
posed to this plan. We recognize that 
the war has dealt a serious blow to 
the law schools and that, for the most 
part, law students are men of military 
age and that many of them hold com- 
missions, but to reduce the standards 
at this time would, in our opinion, be 
a very definite mistake. 


It has also been suggested to the 
Court that a diploma be granted to 
an inducted law student who has suc- 
cessfully passed his Bar Examination 
at the completion of his second year 
of law study. We feel that this pro- 
posal should be addressed to the As- 
sociation of American Law Schools. 
The association has heretofore 
adopted resolutions providing for an 
accelerated curricula but the period 
of study has not been diminished. 
Under the association’s plan, the law 
school is in operation throughout the 
year, with a summer session about 
equal in length to the normal academic 
semester. Mr. Elliott E. Cheatham of 
the Columbia University Law School, 
in an address delivered at the second 
session of the joint meeting of the 
Annual Conference of Bar Examiners 
and the Section of Legal Education 
and Admissions to the Bar of the 
American Bar Association in Detroit, 
August 25, 1942, stated that the plan 
of acceleration was doubtless a neces- 
sary one for the war years, but that 
its general use in peacetime was of 
doubtful wisdom. 

Heretofore the requirements for 
admission to the practice of law in 
Kentucky have been nominal in com- 
parison with those of the majority 
of the other states, and your Com- 
mittee is very strongly of the opinion 
that no further reduction should be 
made in the standards.

and Admission to the Bar. 


Mr. E. H. Smith reported for the 
Committee on Necrology, which re- 
port was received, approved, and filed, 
and is in words and figures as fol- 
lows:

Report of Necrology Committee 


Your Necrology Committee reports 
that it has made reasonable effort 
to ascertain the fact of the death of 
each of our members who have died 
since its last report. We report that 
the method used to collect the data 
about each deceased member and the 
fact of his death has been to save 
newspaper clippings from the local 
press throughout the State. In doing 
this we have taken advantage of the 
Association’s subscription to a clip- 
ping service. While this method does 
not entirely eliminate the possibility 
of error and is no guarantee that 
there are no omissions, yet it is the 
best method your Committee could 
devise. Your Committee reports that 
through the above method it has as- 
certained the fact of the death of 
thirty-nine of our members who have 
died since the last report, whose 
names, together with a short sketch 
of each, are as follows: 


James M. Benton, born in Madison 
County, died at Winchester, January 
30th, in his 81st year. Mr. Benton at- 
tended old Central University and the 
University of Virginia, where he re- 
ceived his law degree in 1883. At 
one time he was associated with the 











late Judge Rodney Haggard in law 
practice, and later was a member of 
the firm of Benton and Davis. He 
served the Twenty-fifth Kentucky 
Judicial District as circuit judge for 
fourteen years. During this time he 
presided over some very important 
trials, outstanding of which possibly 
was the famous Berea College case. 


A. E. Howe, a native of Pendleton 
County, died at Alexandria, Novem- 
ber 23rd, in his 92nd year. Mr. Howe 
had served as postmaster and police 
judge of Butler County. He had 
practiced his profession there for 
many years. 


James W. Blackburn, born in 
Woodford County, died at Versailles, 
November 20th, in his 84th year. Mr. 
Blackburn graduated at Georgetown 
University and practiced law in 
Washington, D. C., with his uncle 
until 1908. In 1916 he went to the 
Panama Canal Zone, where he served 
as federal judge from 1918 until his 
retirement in 1931. Since that time 
he has lived in Frankfort. 


R. E. Johnston died at his home at 
Mayfield, December Ist. Mr. John- 
ston, a former judge of Graves 
County, had served as city attorney 
of Mayfield for five years prior to 
his death. He was attorney for the 
Young Men’s Building and Loan As- 
sociation of Mayfield since its organi- 
zation in 1893, and was vice-president 
of it at the time of his death. 


James E. Plummer died at Cin- 
cinnati on February 5th, in his 75th 
year. Mr. Plummer had practiced 
law in Covington for thirty years. Be- 
fore moving to Covington he was 
judge of the Carlisle police court. 


Charles W. Bennett, a native of 
McLean County, died at his home at 
Dixon, January 15th, in his 70th year. 
Mr. Bennett attended the University 
of Kentucky and graduated from the 
law school of Valparaiso University. 
He served a term as county attorney 
of Webster County, two terms as 
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representative from the courity in the 
state legislature, and many years as 
a member of the board of education 
of Dixon school. At the time he was 
stricken ill he was a member of the 
Dixon board of trustees and secre- 
tary of the Webster County Drainage 
Board. 


William Sampson, a native of 
Columbia, Kentucky, died at Harlan, 
December 10th, in his 61st year. Mr. 
Sampson graduated from Centre Col- 
lege in 1901. In 1920 he moved to 
Harlan, where for many years he has 
represented a number of coal cor- 
porations. 


Ben Golden died December 11th in 
a Lexington hospital. Mr. Golden 
was a former commonwealth’s at- 
torney of the Harlan-Bell District. 
He was a veteran attorney and retired 
from active practice about three years 
ago. 


Earl W. Senff, a native of .Cin- 
cinnati, died at Mt. Sterling, Decem- 
ber 7th, in his 64th year. Mr. Senff 
studied law in the offices of the late 
Judge Allie W. Young and Judge 
H. R. Prewitt. He had served as 
judge of Montgomery County for the 
past twenty-six years, having been 
elected seven consecutive times. Prior 
to that he had served as county attor- 
ney. 


Walter Points died at Sherman, 
December 7th, in his 73rd year. Mr. 
Points taught school at Sherman in 
his younger years, and from 1898 to 
1902 was county attorney of Grant 
County. Later he moved to Pineville, 
where he practiced law for a number 
of years. In 1940 he returned to 
Sherman. 


Harry L. Hawkins died at Dayton, 
January 10th, in his 72nd year. Mr. 
Hawkins studied law in the offices of 
his father and brothers. He served 
as police judge of ‘Newport from 1900 
to 1904, and as county judge from 
1910 to 1914. 


J. Thomas Baber, born in Clark 
County, died at his home in Win- 
chester, January 3rd, in his 50th year. 
He had practiced law only a few 
years prior to his illness. He was a 
veteran of World War I. 


N. E. Riddell died August 25th at 
a Covington hospital. Mr. Riddell 
was a student at Morgan Academy 
and at the old Cincinnati Law School. 
He was elected county attorney of 
Boone County in 1906 and served 
until 1920, when he was named by 
the Governor as county judge. He 
has occupied the county bench since 
that time. For fifteen years he was 
president of the Boone County De- 
posit Bank, and at the time of his 
death was president of the People’s 
Deposit Bank. At one time he was 
owner and publisher of the Boone 
County Recorder at Burlington. 


Charles F. Exum, a native of Clark 
County, died September 21st at his 
home in Louisville, in his 91st year. 
Mr. Exum had practiced law in 
Frankfort many years and later in 
Lexington. 


Donald G. McVean died October 
6th at Covington, in his 63rd year. 
Mr. McVean served in the Kentucky 
legislature in 1912. In 1914 he went 
to the Philippine Islands to practice 
law and engage in the mining busi- 
ness. He remained there until four 
years ago when he returned to Kenton 
County. 


W. Allen Kinney, a native of Hen- 
derson, Kentucky, died August 20th 
at Louisville, in his 82nd year. Mr. 
Kinney practiced law with his father 
and the late Judge James P. Gregory 
in Louisville, during which time he 
served frequently as judge pro tem 
of the criminal court. He retired 
thirty years ago and built up a chain 
of neighborhood motion picture 
theaters. 


Matthew L. Harbeson, a native of 
Augusta, died at his home at Augusta, 
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September 3rd, in his 73rd year. Mr. 
Harbeson succeeded his law partner, 
the late Governor Wm. Goebel, as 
state senator. He was appointed judge 
of the common law and equity divi- 
sion of Kenton Circuit Court in 1906 
and served several terms. At the time 
of his death he was director of the 
Farmers State Bank, Augusta. 


Nat C. Cureton, a native of Henry 
County, died September 10th at St. 
Joseph’s Infirmary, Louisville, in his 
74th year. Mr. Cureton, a graduate 
of Centre College, was police judge 
of New Castle in 1889 and was city 
attorney there. He also was county 
attorney of Henry County at the turn 
of the century. He was deputy sur- 
veyor of customs at Louisville, state 
senator from 1908 to 1912, and later 
assistant county attorney and police 
court prosecutor at Louisville. 


Sylvan B. Horne, a native of Lex- 
ington, died October 13th at his home 
at Louisville, in his 55th year. Mr. 
Horne was a member of the law firm 
of Horne and Graft and has been a 
Louisville attorney for sixteen years. 
He was a member of the American, 
Kentucky, and Louisville bar asso- 
ciations. 


Herbert B. Kinsolving, a native of 
Ohio County, died August 19th at 
Shelbyville, in his 82nd year. Mr. 
Kinsolving was a graduate of Cum- 
berland University at Lebanon, Ten- 
nessee. Before coming to Shelbyville 
twenty years ago he practiced law at 
Mt. Sterling. He was a former state 
representative and at one time served 
as county attorney of Ohio County. 


Charles C. Wedding, born in Ohio 
County, Kentucky, died at Louisville, 
June 30th, in his 62nd year. Mr. 
Wedding attended old Hartford Col- 
lege at Hartford, Kentucky, and 
studied law in the office of former 
Governor Augustus Willson. He was 
admitted to the practice in 1901. In 
1903 he went to Indianapolis, where 






he was engaged in the securities busi- 
ness. At one time he was personnel 
manager for the Madison Kedzie 
Bank of Chicago. He reorganized the 
old Bank cf Prospect which later be- 
came the Bank of Jeffersontown, of 
which. he was attorney and director. 
He also was a director and attorney 
for the Goodwill Industries. 


Lawrence J. Diskin died at Cincin- 
nati August 16th, in his 66th year. 
Mr. Diskin began his career as a boy 
working in the courthouse. He en- 
tered Y. M. C. A. Night Law School 
and was admitted to the bar in 1903. 
In 1914 he was elected common- 
wealth’s attorney of Campbell County, 
and at the time of his death was com- 
pleting his 27th year in that office, 
having been elected for the fifth suc- 
cessive term. Mr. Diskin was an 
honorary member of Capt. A. M. 
Wetherill Camp No. 5, U. S. Spanish 
War Veterans. 


Frank M. Drake, born in Wash- 
ington, D. C., died at Louisville, Sep- 
tember 16th, in his 60th year. Mr. 
Drake was a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Chattanooga Law School 
and Jefferson School of Law, Louis- 
ville. After being admitted to the 
Tennessee Bar in 1903, he was in the 
insurance business until 1921, when 
he became associated with the firm of 
Bruce & Bullitt, Louisville. During 
the World War he was a major in 
the infantry. From 1921 to 1923 he 
was assistant commonwealth attorney 
for Jefferson County. 


William T. Fowler, born in Cald- 
well County, died July 30th at his 
home in Lexington, in his 68th year. 
Mr. Fowler was admitted to the bar 
in 1895 and became a member of the 
law firm of Breathitt and Fowler at 
Hopkinsville. He served as master 
commissioner of Christian Circuit 
Court and as first assistant attorney 
general of Kentucky for a four-year 
term. He was also a member of the 
Frankfort law firm of O’Rear,

Fowler, and Wallace. In 1927 he 
went to Lexington, forming the law 
firm of Fowler, Wallace, and Fowler, 
which continued until 1934 and was 
then restricted to Fowler and Fowler. 
He served as president and general 
counsel of the Frankfort and Cin- 
cinnati Railroad Company. 


Richard J. Fogg died June 29th at 
his home at Lexington, in his 48th 
year. Mr. Fogg was a graduate of the 
University of Kentucky. 


William S. Sanford, a native of 
Missouri, died at his home in Louis- 
ville, July 12th. Mr. Sanford attended 
-~ Jefferson School of Law in Louis- 
ville. 


J. H. Ferguson died July 3rd at 
the home of a daughter at Martha, in 
his 79th year. Mr. Ferguson was 
Elliott county attorney from 1939 to 
1941, when he resigned because of 
failing health. 


T. Jeff Edmonds died at his home 
at Covington, June 19th, in his 66th 
year. Mr. Edmonds was graduated 
from the Cincinnati Y. M. C. A. Law 
School. He was elected judge of 
Covington police court in 1914 and 
served one term. 


Charles Henry Noggle, a native of 
Indiana, died July 29th at Louisville, 
in his 76th year. Mr. Noggle had been 
master commissioner of the Green 
Circuit Court for the past sixteen 
years. At the time of his death he 
was adjutant of the Greensburg Post 
of the American Legion and chairman 
of the local draft board. 


St. Clair Eaves, a native of Muhlen- 
berg County, died July 26th at his 
home in Greenville, in his 67th year. 
Mr. Eaves was senior member of the 
law firm of Eaves and Sandidge. In 
1899, at the age of 24, he was ad- 
mitted to the Kentucky Bar. For many 
years his firm had been local counsel 
for the Illinois Central. Railroad Com- 
pany, the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road Company, and many of the coal 
companies. 








G. Mat Ballard died in a Lexington 
hospital, July 30th, in his 69th year. 
Mr. Ballard was former county at- 
torney and county judge of Rock- 
castle County and also former mayor 
of Mt. Vernon. He was a member 
of the 1938 and 1940 General Assem- 
bly as representative from Rock- 
castle and Laurel counties. 


James Gayle Vallandingham, born 
in Owen County, died June 2nd, in 
his 70th year. Mr. Vallandingham 
was educated at Smith’s Academy and 
at Centre College, from which he 
graduated. After his graduation he 
was admitted to the bar, and in 1901 
was elected county attorney of Owen 
County. He served two terms in that 
office. In 1921 he was again elected 
county attorney. In 1927 he was 
elected circuit judge of the 15th 
Judicial District and served two terms. 


Claude L. Walker died April 6th 
at Fulton, Kentucky, in his 72nd year. 
Mr. Walker, who served two terms 
as county judge of Fulton County, 
installed a budget system for the 
county two years before the General 
Assembly passed it as a state law. 


Ernest E. Arnett died March 25th 
at Salyersville. He was about 60 
years of age. 


George Wilson Vaughn, a native of 
Campton, Kentucky, died April 14th 
at Lexington in his 60th year. Mr. 
Vaughn was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky and from the 
law school of the University of Vir- 
ginia. He was Fayette County Attor- 
ney for two terms and was general 
counsel and director for the People’s 
Saving Fund and Brotherhood Asso- 
ciation, a member of the board of 
trustees of Asbury College and of the 
Methodist Orphans Home at Ver- 
sailles and Franklin, a trustee of the 
Good Samaritan Hospital, and past- 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the hospital. He was also a direc- 
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tor of the Commercial Acceptance 
Corporation. 


E. T. Wesley died April 22nd at 
Somerset, in his 70th year. Mr. Wes- 
ley has served as state senator, county 
attorney, city attorney, and United 
States commissioner. 


George Boswell died April 6th at 
Oakdale, in his 26th year. Mr. Boswell 
was city judge of Oakdale and appeal 
agent of the Morgan County draft 
board. 


L. F. Alexander of Flemingsburg 
died at Flemingsburg on April 18th. 


John W. Woods of Ashland, Ken- 
tucky, died March 28th at Hollywood, 
Florida. Mr. Woods was a graduate 
of the University of Kentucky. He 
was a former county attorney of 
Boyd County, former secretary of 
the State Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee, and former president of the 
Third National Bank of Ashland. At 
the time of his death he was chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
bank, a director of and attorney for 
Ashland Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, and a member of the law firm of 
Woods, Stewart and Nickel of Ash- 
land.

Report of Kentucky Statute 
Revision Commission to Board 
of Commissioners of the Kentucky 
State Bar Association 


The act of the 1936 General 
Assembly, pursuant to which the 
Kentucky Statute Committee was 
established, was repealed and super- 
seded by an act of the 1942 General 
Assembly providing for the estab- 
lishment of the Kentucky Statute 
Revision Commission and the office 






of the Reviser of Statutes. Pursuant 
to the 1942 act, the persons com- 


posing the membership of the 
Statute Committee were appointed 
by Governor Johnson as members 
of the Statute Revision Commission. 
As contemplated by the 1942 act, 
the Statute Revision Commission 
has acted as the successor of the 
Statutes Committee and has ap- 
pointed a Reviser of Statutes as di- 
rected by the legislature. Although 
the 1942 act does not require the 
Statute Revision Commission to re- 
port to the Board of Commissioners 
of the State Bar Association, the 
Commission feels that such a report 
would be desirable and respectfully 
requests the Board of Commission- 
ers to receive this report. 

Immediately following the ad- 
journment of the 1942 General As- 
sembly, the Commission and _ its 
editorial staff undertook the com- 
pilation of an edition of statutes, to 
include the act revising the statutes 
and such other legislation as was 
enacted by the 1942 General Assem- 
bly, also to contain a complete index 
and such tables and other supple- 
mentary material as is usually con- 
tained in compilations. This edition 
was published in November of 1942 
and has been sold to the members 
of the bench and bar, state, county, 
and city officials, libraries, business 
concerns, and others. There was 
some delay in securing publication 
of the statutes edition due to a 
number of causes, including frequent 
changes of personnel caused by war 
conditions, inability to secure priori- 
ties on paper, and various impeding 
activites on the part of the Banks- 
Baldwin Company. The Commis- 
sion wishes to express its apprecia- 
tion to the members of the bar for 
their patience during the period of 
delay. 

Since November, 1942, the Com- 
mission has been engaged in pre- 
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paring a volume containing com- 
plete history and annotations to the 
Kentucky Revised Statutes, which 
volume will be supplementary to 
the Statutes Volume. Publication 
of the volume of history and annota- 
tions will represent completion of 
the basic plan of the Commission, 
and constitute the foundation for 
future periodic publications of the 
statutes in a convenient and eco- 
nomical form. It is probable that 
the volume of history and annota- 
tions will not be published until the 
fall of 1943. In the meantime, ar- 
rangements have been made through 
the courtesy of the Bar Journal 
Committee for the publication of 
current annotations in the issues of 
the State Bar Journal. 

Having completed the compre- 
hensive revision of the statutes, the 
work of the Commission will now 
be devoted to perfecting the form 
and mechanical features of the 
statute publications and to bringing 
to the attention of the legislature 
various sections of the statutes with 
respect to which there is need for 
substantive revision.

Report of Committee on Judicial

Report of Committee on Probate 
Practice and Procedure 


The Committee reports that the 
Probate Practice Act of 1942 has 
been in operation for almost a year 
and believes that as the act goes 
it has the general approval of the 
bench and bar of Kentucky. 

During the year the Committee 
has deliberated only by correspond- 
ence. Amendments favored by the 
Committee are as follows: 

1. Advertisement for claims 
against estate should be required. 

2. The County Court should be 
given power to authorize the sale of 
personal property, including securi- 
ties, on terms and in manner deter- 
mined by the court. These two 
items were contained in the Probate 
Practice Bill in 1941 but were 
stricken from it before its passage. 

3. Section 387.280, K. R. S., should 
be amended so as to permit amounts 
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of $100.00 or less due infants from 
any source to be paid to the parent 
or any person having custody. 

4. The Dower Revision Act which 
failed to pass at the last General 
Assembly should again be advo- 
cated, 


All members of the Committee 
favor the discussion of the subject 
as a short topic on the district pro- 
grams. Revisions as above out- 
lined at the 1944 session of the legis- 
lature are thought to be unwise by 
two members of the Committee, one 
of whom is opposed to advertise- 
ment of claims, and reports that 
many complaints have been received 
of needless “red tape” required un- 
der the new act. 


The other members of the Com- 
mittee favor the advocacy of the 
above items at the next General As- 
sembly. This position is supported 
by the attitude of Mr. James E. 
Quill, representative from Kenton 
County, who was responsible for the 
passage of the Probate Practice Act 
in 1942. He has much enthusiasm 
for these revisions and would be 
sorely disappointed if the program 
were not pursued while he is a 
member of the House to lend his 
support. His re-election is rather 
certain, but he states that he will 
retire after the next term. 


For the reasons stated, the Com- 
mitee reports favorably on request- 
ing the Kentucky State Bar Associa- 
tion to sponsor the revisions above 
mentioned.

In connection with the report by 
the Committee on Probate Practice 
and Procedure, Mr. Lee recom- 
mended a resubmission of the origi- 
nal bill sponsored by the Commit- 
tee, with only minor changes, to the 
1944 General Assembly. After dis- 
cussion it was moved by Mr. Mar- 








tin and seconded by Mr. Kirk that 
all Committee reports requiring 
recommendation of the bar for legis- 
lation shall be furnished to each 
Commissioner for discussion at Dis- 


trict Bar Meetings. Said motion 
carried unanimously. 


The President read a report of 
L. B. Alexander for the District Bar 
Committee. Said report was re- 
ceived and filed and is in words and 
figures as follows:

Report of District Bar Committee 


By designation the undersigned 
has been chairman of the District 
Bar Organization Committee for 
the past year, but from an organiza- 
tion standpoint the chairman of this 
committee has been Ridley M. San- 
didge of Owensboro, President of 
the Junior Bar of Kentucky. 

The plan of organization for the 
past year has been different and 
new. The undersigned, Frank M. 
Drake of Louisville, John L. Vest 
of Walton, and Marcus C. Redwine 
of Winchester, have each served, 
prior to this year, as chairman of 
the District Bar Organization Com- 
mittee, and each having given con- 
siderable time and thought to the 
work, it was considered a good plan 
to appoint the above four mentioned 
members as the Executive Commit- 
tee of the District Bar Organization 
Committee which Executive Com- 
mittee was assigned the duty of 
planning the meetings, of fixing the 
times and places of the meetings, 
and giving supervision generally 
over meetings. In this way it was 
thought that the District Bar Or- 
ganization Committee would have 
the benefit of the experience and 
judgment of the four members who 
were in a position to best plan the 
work of the District Bar Organiza- 
tion Committee. In this respect the 
organization was new. 
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After all plans had been made by 
the Executive Committee the or- 
ganization work was given to the 
Junior Bar, and Ridley M. Sandidge, 
President of the Junior Bar, as- 
suméd the responsibilities of chair- 
man of the organization and ap- 
pointed District Committees largely 
from the Junior Bar Organization. 
This arrangement recognized the 
Junior Bar Organization which was 
perfected at the annual 1942 meet- 
ing and was designed for the pur- 
pose of giving the Junior Bar part 
of the work of the Association and 
to stimulate interest in the Junior 
Bar Organization. Had this plan 
not been interrupted by many of the 
Junior members being taken into 
the armed forces the results ob- 
tained would have been gratifying. 
In many instances new committee- 
men had to be used, frequently just 
before the time of the meeting, with- 
out sufficient time to properly or- 
ganize before the meeting. Taking 
into consideration these interrup- 
tions and conditions brought about 
by the present emergency, the re- 
suits obtained are not disappointing, 
although the attendance was not as 
large in most districts as during the 
preceding years. 

The undersigned did not get a de- 
tailed report from the meetings as 
they were held. Mr. Sandidge did, 
however, obtain a detailed report, 
but he too was called to the armed 
forces and left for duty without fur- 
nishing this information to us. On 
account of being unable to obtain 
detailed information from Mr. San- 
didge this report is a general report 
without giving you any details such 
as has been contained in former re- 
ports of the Committee on District 
Bar Organization. 

Several years ago Mr. Frank M. 
Drake divided, for the purpose of 
district meeting, the State into 
fourteen districts. The division did 











not follow any political sub-division 
of the State but was arranged in the 
way which Mr. Drake thought most 
advantageous to the members as a 


whole. He thought it advisable to 
arrange each district.so that one 
meeting would be in traveling dis- 
tance of each member of the Bar 
and at the same time the district 
would contain sufficient lawyers to 
generate interest in each of the meet- 
ings. Mr. Drake’s districts have 
been recognized and followed for 
several years; however, under pres- 
ent conditions, it now seems advis- 
able to make some changes during 
the coming year. 

For the past several years it has 
been the plan of the District Bar 
Organization Committee to arrange 
a general program to be carried out 
at each of the fourteen district 
meetings. This plan has been suc- 
cessful except in the Fifth District, 
Louisville, where but little interest 
has been manifested and a small at- 
tendance had. This year it was 
thought advisable to change this 
plan also, so that the general pro- 
gram would be carried out in rural 
districts but not in the Fifth Dis- 
trict, Louisville, where it was 
thought advisable to arrange a 
special program. A special program 
was arranged for Louisville and the 
Committee procured Justice Mur- 
phy of the United States Supreme 
Court to address the meeting. 
There was an attendance of more 
than 500. The 1941 Louisville meet- 
ing had an attendance of about 150. 
The 1940 Louisville meeting had an 
attendance of 94, as shown by the 
report of the District Bar Organiza- 
tion Committee in the 1941 Proceed- 
ings, which report was made by Mr. 
Vest. 

During the year of 1941 1,108 
members attended the District 
Meetings. While we had no ac- 
curate account of those in attend- 
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ance at the 1942 meetings, we are 
sure that the attendance was more 
than eleven hundred, which can be 
accounted for by the large attend- 
ance in Louisville. The gain there 
was more than 350, while the at- 
tendance in all other districts was 
less than the 1941 attendance. 


The fourteen meetings were held 
as follows:

For many years a Forum on Civil 
Law and a Forum on Criminal Law 
for the afternoon of the first day of 
the annual meeting has been a regu- 
lar part of our program. These 
meetings were attended by approxi- 
mately 150 members. During the 
annual meeting held in April, 1942, 
a Forum on Evidence was led by 
Edmund M. Morgan of Cambridge, 
Mass., which was attended by more 
than 400 members. 

The facts as submitted causes us 
to make the following suggestions 
for the consideration of the officers 
of the Association for the coming 
year: 


(1) It is our opinion that it will 
be better to have a Forum led by 
some outstanding speaker, then to 
follow the usual stated program in 
the Fifth, Seventh, and Eighth Dis- 
tricts. 


(2) That the district arrangement 
as made by Mr. Drake be carefully 





studied and the State redistricted so 
as to cut down traveling distance 
and have meetings accessible to 
every lawyer of the State, especially 
during the emergency. 


(3) That during the year of 1943 
meetings be held in the larger towns, 
to which meetings all of the lawyers 
in traveling distance under present 
conditions be invited to attend 
without regard to the district in 
which they live. 

During the past year the program 
was largely a discussion of the new 
probate code and laws other than 
the probate code passed by the 1942 
Legislature of interest to lawyers. 


Bureaus and Agencies are en- 
croaching upon the jurisdiction of 
courts in many instances, and lay- 
men and lay agencies are permitted 
to practice before these Bureaus and 
Agencies without regard to their 
legal qualifications, and litigants be- 
fore these Bureaus and Agencies 
are frequently advised not to pro- 
cure the services of lawyers to pro- 
tect their interest. This creates a 
serious threat to the practice of law 
which should be combated by the 
organized bar. The organized bar 
in some states is carrying on this 
fight through the district meetir.gs 
by procuring able speakers to ap- 
pear on the programs, the public 
being invited, and by carefully pre- 
pared newspaper articles designed 
to reach the reading public. We 
suggest such plans be given serious 
consideration by the Board of Bar 
Commissioners and District Bar Or- 
ganization Committee. 


We further suggest that careful 
consideration be given by the Board 
of Bar Commissioners to the legis- 
lative program to be sponsored be- 
fore the 1944 legislature and that 
publicity be given this program at 
each of the District Bar Meetings. 

The cost of holding an annual 
meeting is about one thousand dol- 
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lars. The cost of each issue of the 
State Bar Journal is approximately 
four hundred dollars. Therefore, 
the cost of an annual meeting will 
easily pay for two additional issues 
of the Bar Journal. The purposes of 
publishing the Bar Journal and the 
holdings of District Bar Meetings 
are closely related, and since the 
annual meeting has been dispensed 
with, we recommend that the money 
which would have been spent for 
the annual meeting be allocated to 
the Bar Journal Committee and that 
it be authorized to publish six issues 
during the coming year rather than 
increase the size of the Journal.

The Committee on Aeronautical

The Committee on*Legal Reform 
had no report to make. 


Colonel Henry J. Stites reported 
for the Committee on War Work. 
Said report was received, approved, 
and filed and is in words and figures 
as follows; with the exception, how- 
ever, that a large number of ex- 
hibits filed with said report and 
deemed too lengthy to incorporate 
in the minutes are held in the files 
of the Secretary: 


Report of Committee on War Work 


Pursuant to your request I am 
scanning about a drawer of files re- 
lating to the activities of the Ken- 
tucky State Bar Association War 
Work Committee. Under date of 
May 1, 1941, Mr. L. B. Alexander, 
President, asked me to assume the 
chairmanship of this Committee 
when it developed that Mr. Henry 
E. McElwain, Jr., could not under- 


take the work. Previously as Ap- 
peal Agent on Local Board No. 74, 
Selective Service System, I had 
suggested that lawyers in Kentucky 
should be given an opportunity to 
assist in solving the problems faced 
by men being drafted under the Se- 
lective Service Act which had been 
passed by Congress in the fall of 
1940. On the previous April 22nd 
Col. Edwin R. Beckwith, chairman 
of the American Bar Association 
National Defense Committee, had 
made a fifteen-minute talk over the 
Columbia Broadcasting System fea- 
turing national defense efforts of the 
legal profession, and the American 
Bar Association was emphasizing 
that Organized Lawyers is the pub- 
lic’s lawyer. On May 21st the Bar 
Commissioners met with the State 
Committee on District Bar Organi- 
zation in the Kentucky Hotel, and 
upon invitation of Mr. Marcus C. 
Redwine, chairman, I appeared and 
explained contemplated plans and 
was given a place on the program 
of each of the district bar confer- 
ences to be held that summer and 


fall. 

Each circuit judge and each 
county judge, with selected bar 
leaders, was asked to meet promptly 
and designate individual lawyers 
qualified and willing to serve as 
members of this Committee, then 
called National Defense Committee. 
Attached hereto find carbon copy of 
letter to Col. Beckwith dated May 
12, 1941, explaining the plans then 
contemplated, with samples of let- 
ters written to the circuit judges 
and county judges and carbon 
copies of other pertinent letters, 
such enclosures being marked Ex- 
hibit 1. The response was prompt. 
Mr. Ernest Woodward assumed the 
chairmanship of the Louisville Bar 
Association National Defense Com- 
mittee and the Louisville press gave 
considerable publicity to the project. 
Attached hereto marked Exhibit 2 
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are samples of the initial publicity. 
Mr. Woodward’s committee was or- 
ganized without delay and promptly 
took hold of various legal problems 
faced by men being inducted and 
their families resulting from such 
change in status. Under date of 
June 20th, Col. Beckwith forwarded 
a mimeographed copy of a War De- 
partment letter dated May 24, 1941, 
signed by the Adjutant General and 
addressed to the several corps areas 
and national unit headquarters ad- 
vising that the American Bar Asso- 
ciation had set up three voluntary 
agencies gratuitously serving mem- 
bers of the armed forces and their 
families as follows: 


“(a) The members of the Ad- 
visory Boards for Registration: 
There is at least one of these boards 
in each county in the United States. 
There are several in each territorial 
possession. 

“(b) State Committee on Na- 
tional Defense: Each State and Ter- 
ritorial Bar Association has a Com- 
mittee on National Defense. In 
most states a local committee in 
each community of over 15,000 to 
20,000 in population has been or- 
ganized. 


“(c) Legal Aid Clinics: In the 


iarger metropolitan centers, local 
bar associations have permanent 
legal aid clinics. These are or- 


ganized to render legal assistance 
to those who are financially unable 
to hire a lawyer.” 


Such letters are attached hereto 
marked Exhibit 3 with other perti- 
nent correspondence. The fa]l issue 
of the Kentuckv State Bar Journal 
listed a preliminary list of our Na- 
tional Defense Committee by coun- 
ties, a copy being attached hereto 
marked Exhibit 4. This list has 


more or less continued intact. Mr. 
Garland R. Hubbard became co- 


ordinator of actvities in Louisville 
and Jefferson County, while Dean 
J. N. Lott of the University of 
Louisville Law School became state 
co-ordinator. Throughout the sum- 
mer and fall efforts were made to 
co-ordinate activities with the local 
chapter of American Red Cross, with 
the idea that co-operation would be 
established with local chapters in 
each county in Kentucky and in 
those instances where active chap- 
ters did not exist the Bar Associa- 
tion would assist in organizing and 
maintaining same. 

Attached hereto find carbon copy 
of letter dated June 17, 1941, from 
Mr. Edward A. Dodd, who handled 
the matter which finally failed of 
consummation for reasons unneces- 
sary to mention, together with let- 
ter dated September 5th from Mr. 
Beckwith and my reply dated Sep- 
tember 10th, all marked Exhibit 5. 
(Mr. Beckwith’s letter requested an 
opinion from Mr. Woodward cover- 
ing Soldiers and Sailors Civil Relief 
Act of 1940. In due course recog- 
nition was given Mr. Woodward on 
page XIII, foreword, of the 2nd 
edition of “A Manual of Law” com- 
piled by the Committee on War 
Work of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, for his collaboration.) Carbon 
copy of my letter, dated June 10, 
1941, to Mr. Redwine (marked Ex- 
hibit 6), illustrates the activities 
throughout the summer in the dis- 
trict conferences. Carbon copy was 
forwarded to Col. O. R. McGuire in 
Washington with letter, carbon 
copy of which and his reply are at- 
tached hereto marked Exhibit 7. 

Picture magazine Life under date 
of August 18, 1941, and news maga- 
zine Time of the same date devoted 
considerable space to poor morale 
in the national armed forces. Louis- 
ville Times of that date contained 
a dispatch that a large number of 
Kentucky mountaineers from Har- 
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lan, Letcher, and Bell counties were 
AWOL. Messrs. Ray O. Shehan 
(now Corporal, U.S.A.) of Harlan, 
Walter B. Smith (now Captain, 
U.S.A.) of Pineville, and Calloway 
Napier, Jr., of Hazard organized a 
morale building campaign in the 
mountains which resulted in all 
AWOL’s having voluntarily re- 
turned to their units within thirty 
days. Attached hereto, marked 
Exhibit 8, find copy of letter dated 
August 30, 1941, and original letter 
dated September 5, 1941, from Mr. 
Alexander, and copy of letters dated 
August 31, 1941, and September 5, 
1941 from Mr. Shehan covering the 
morale situation. 


On September 29, 1941, radio 
stations WHAS, WAVE, WGRC, 
and WINN were asked to collabo- 
rate in a morale building radio cam- 
paign and each station donated three 
15-minute talks, and in due course 
such talks were made as follows: 
WHAS—at 5:00 p. m. Saturday, 
November 29th (Judge Shackelford 
Miller), December 6th (Ray O. 
Shehan), December 13th (L. B. 
Alexander); WAVE—at 4:00 p. m. 
Saturday, December 6th (Ernest 
Woodward), December 13th (Guth- 
rie Crowe), December 20th (Judge 
Elwood Hamilton); WGRC—at 
7:45 p. m. Wednesday, December 
3rd (Garland R. Hubbard), Decem- 
ber 10th (Judge Gilbert Burnett), 
December 17th (Edward A. Dodd); 
WINN—at 8:00 p. m. Thursday, 
December 4th (Judge L. K. Wood), 
December 11th (Gavin Cochran), 
December 18th (John M. Robsion, 
Jr.). My letter of November 22, 
1941, to Mr. Beckwith, carbon copy 
of which is attached hereto marked 
Exhibit 9, sums up the situation as 
it existed on December 7th when 
the Japs attacked at Pearl Harbor. 
The radio program was in progress 
and was not completed until De- 
cember 20th when Judge Elwood 





Hamilton, United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, 6th Circuit, 
closed over WAVE. We were for- 
tunate in having a forum consisting 
of radio listeners, which in addition 
to Kentucky included adjacent 
middle western and _ southern 
states, who understood the efforts 
being made to avoid hardship to the 
dependents of men being drafted 
into the armed forces. 


With the declaration of war the 
draft requirements were rapidly in- 
creased. Age limits were stepped 
up to 45 and down to 18. Men with 
dependents were included by March, 
1942. Lawyers were called upon to 
assist in the sale of war bonds and 
in organizing for the salvage of: 
rubber and critical metals. Through 
this committee, lawyers were se- 
cured as speakers throughout Ken- 
tucky. Considerable co-operation 
was worked out between this com- 
mittee and the American Legion, 
luncheon groups, and other groups. 
Our activities were only limited by 
opportunities. During the previous 
six months there had been some 
question as to the necessity for an 
intensive organization, but the dec- 
laration of war found the integrated 
lawyers of Kentucky through Ken- 
tucky State Bar Association’s War 
Work Committee (the change in 
name immediately following the 
declaration of war) ready, able, and 
willing to function. Without excep- 
tion every lawyer called upon for 
services performed as _ requested. 
Undoubtedly much litigation on be- 
haif of men being drafted was 
avoided through the realization that 
at least one lawyer in every county 
was available for gratuitous service 
when called upon. Attached hereto 
find original letter dated January 
6th from Colonel Beckwith and car- 
bon copy of my reply dated January 
13th, with letter dated February 7th 
to Mr. Alexander, all marked Ex- 
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hibit 10, which together explain the 
situation early in 1942. On the back 
of such letter to Mr. Alexander is 
the complete list of the state-wide 
committee prior to its deletion by 
military service. After about four 
months its personnel commenced to 
join the armed forces, until today 
hardly half are left, but in each 
county other lawyers are available 
to carry the torch when needed. On 
March 12, 1942, I made a report to 
Mr. Alexander preliminary to the 
annual meeting in Louisville, car- 
bon copy of which is attached hereto 
marked Exhibit 11. It is difficult 
to state accurately the number of 
cases handled for military personnel 
during that period, but suffice to say 
that the men, their wives, and their 
children have been served without 
exception as opportunities have 
arisen. 


Attached hereto marked Exhibit 
12 find clipping from the Louisville 
Times of April 7, 1942, in which Se- 
lective Service headquarters notified 
the public that draftees were not 
required to pay notaries public. In 
co-operation with Louisville De- 
fense Council steps were taken un- 
der which volunteer stenographic 
personnel was set up in the county 
building which was available from 
9:00 a. m. to 9:00 p. m. for filling 
out and notarizing necessary draft 
forms for registrants. This service 
was especially helpful during this 
period when men with dependents 
were first called upon for details re- 
garding their private affairs which 
of necessity had to be accurately 
and readably set out so that the 
several draft boards could pass and 
render decisions upon a clear state- 
ment of facts. 


In April, 1942, Mr. Garland R. 
Hubbard, as co-ordinator, antici- 
pated the need that all men en route 
overseas should execute both a 
power of attorney and a will, that 


suggestion being the basis for legal 
clinics which have now been estab- 
lished by this committee at Ft. 
Knox, Bowman Field, Camp Camp- 
bell, Camp Breckenridge, and Ft. 
Thomas in Kentucky. Miss Kath- 
erine K. Overstreet has contacted 
the military personnel at these 
camps so as to make sure that the 
men are kept fully advised of the 
availability of legal assistance. Miss 
Nell G. Borden handled the ste- 
nographers and _ notaries public. 
Mrs. Ruth E. Dougherty, Miss 
Helen H. Heavrin, Judge Arthur D. 
Kirk, Major Talbott Berry, Messrs. 
J. Leonard Walker, Rollin Gibbs, 
Howard B. Hunt, Henry L. Brooks, 
Stephen P. White, Peter B. Muir, 
Mrs. Myla Hale, John H. Dough- 
erty, E, R. Morton, S. Pettus 
White, W. O. Soyars, Seldon Y. 
Trimble, and Cyril C. Sehlinger, as 
lawyers, have rendered great assist- 
ance in these legal clinics which are 
being held each Saturday and Sun- 
day afternoon at Ft. Knox, Camp 
Campbell, and Camp Breckenridge, 
and each Tuesday evening at Bow- 
man Field. 


On July 3, 1942, Mr. Henry E. 
McElwain, Jr., President, called a 
meeting of the bench and bar in the 
joint session room, which was pre- 
sided over by Mr. Garland R. Hub- 
bard, to discuss uniform decisions 
in cases arising under the Soldiers 
and Sailors Civil Relief Act of 1940, 
etc. Attached hereto, marked Ex- 
hibit 13, is a memorandum explain- 
ing the situation which it was de- 
sired to cure. In due course Judge 
Eugene Hubbard rendered a widely 
quoted opinion, copy of which is 
attached hereto, marked Exhibit 14, 
in the case of Farmers and De- 
positors Bank of St. Matthews vs. 
Keane, which clarified the situation 
affecting the repossession of auto- 
mobiles by finance companies and 
effectuated a formula. In that case 
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approximately $350.00 was returned 
to the soldier. The American Legion 
in Jefferson County set up a com- 
mittee available to investigate all 
cases and prepare witnesses where 
trials were necessary. Naturally 
few litigated cases resulted, since 
finance companies were unwilling to 
become involved in well defended 
suits. 

Under date of October 26, 1942, 
Mr. Tappan Gregory, as chairman 
of the American Bar Association 
War Work Committee, requested 
that representatives be appointed by 
this Committee to deal with the 
army emergency relief personnel at 
Ft. Knox, Bowman Field, Camp 
Campbell, Camp Breckenridge, and 
Ft. Thomas. Following a confer- 
ence with you, under date of No- 
vember 6, 1942, I recommended 


Judge James E. Higgins of Hop- 
kinsville as such representative at 
Camp Campbell; Mr. Edward A. 
Dodd, Marion E. Taylor Building, 


Louisville, Kentucky, as such rep- 
resentative at Ft. Knox; Miss 
Josephine P. Hughett, 1508 S. Third 
Street, Louisville, Kentucky, as 
such representative at Bowman 
Field; Hon. Stephens L. Blakely, 
Covington, Kentucky, as such rep- 
resentative at Ft. Thomas; and 
Major Talbott Berry of Morganfield, 
Kentucky, as such representative at 
Camp Breckenridge. Mr. Greg- 
ory’s letter and my reply are at- 
tached hereto marked Exhibit 15. 
Following correspondence with 
Hon. Marcus C. Redwine of Win- 
chester, I emphasized to Mr. Morris 
as American Bar Association presi- 
dent, the unfortunate predicament 
of many Kentucky lawyers between 
the ages of 30 and 45 who, after 
many years of successful practice, 
find themselves assigned to admin- 
istrative or clerical work as privates, 
with little prospect for promotion 
or an opportunity to attend Officers 


Candidate Schools because of exist- 
ing arbitrary age theories of the 
military command. It is a fact that 
a substantial proportion of gradu- 
ates of the first, second, and third 
Officers Candidate Schools held 
during the other World War were 
composed of lawyers who in most 
instances attained comparatively 
high rank. In this war no oppor- 
tunity has been given lawyers to 
demonstrate their more than aver- 
age military leadership qualities 
and capacities except among the 
comparatively few lawyers under 
30, since the older lawyers were 
ruled out on account of age and 
assigned to more or less inconse- 
quential duties. Attached hereto 
find correspondence on this subject, 
marked Exhibit 16. 

Starting immediately approxi- 
mately two million married men 
with children will be inducted into 
the military forces during the next 
eight or ten months. Attached 
hereto find carbon copies of letter 
to you dated March 13, 1943, and 
same date to Mr. Gregory, with car- 
bon copy of letter dated March 25th 
to Mr. Morris, Exhibit 17, all of 
which will emphasize the unfortu- 
nate situation of the wives and 
other dependents of these men. On 
March 27th, I wrote you further 
enclosing sample letter which Jef- 
ferson Post of the American Legion 
is forwarding to its 1,400 members 
tomorrow (March 3lst). Last 
summer the American Legion cre- 
ated an Investigating Committee, 
which has co-operated with this 
War Work Committee in preparing 
the several litigated cases involving 
Soldiers and Sailors Civil Relief 
Act, etc. It is hoped that this new 
committee will be extended through 
the more than two hundred Legion 
Posts in Kentucky which can co- 
operate with the lawyers in each 
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county in avoiding undue hardship 
to these women and children. 

Suffice to say that this War Work 
Committee has conscientiously tried 
to meet and solve any problem pre- 
sented which involved the several 
phases oi war effort. The lawyers 
of Kentucky have been treated as 
a whole with the War Work Com- 
mittee personnel as representatives 
of the bar, but we reserved the 
right to call on any lawyer at any 
time as peculiar circumstances and 
facts warranted. So far no lawyer 
has at any time refused to co- 
operate. Under Exhibit 18 are at- 
tached the various newspaper clip- 
pings which give a fair illustration 
of results accomplished. 

It is recommended that the War 
Work Committee be continued and 
that its activities be as follows: 

First. In accordance with our 
previous policies which were epito- 
mized by an editorial in the Courier- 
Journal of December 1, 1941, which 
said: 

“THIS PATRIOTIC SERVICE 

SETS A GOOD EXAMPLE 


“The National Defense Commit- 
tee of the Kentucky Bar Association 
has assumed a friendly and far- 
reaching responsibility towardy 
Kentuckians in the armed services. 
In addition to furnishing free legal 
advice, the committee announces 
itself as willing to cope with ‘any 
problem which might have bearing 
on the morale of soldiers and 
sailors.’ 

“This is a large order. But the 
earnest and friendly spirit in which 
it is being undertaken deserves 
commendation and the still greater 
compliment of imitation. How 


many morale probiems have their 
roots in private worries of a soldier 
or a sailor it would be difficult off- 
hand to say. But it is a reasonable 


inference that a worried soldier can- 
not be as efficient as one whose mind 
is at rest. 

“If the Bar Association is taken 
at its word, and it undoubtedly will 
be by many a troubled youth, it 
will find itself dealing with many in- 
stitutions and agencies outside its 
normal scope. If it receives from 
these groups the same patriotic 
consideration it is willing to give, 
Kentucky may well see a new era 
in citizen co-operation, an _ era 
which might profitably outlast the 
occasion for it.” 

Second. Circular No. 74, War 
-. ‘aigeaaaa March 16, 1943, directs 
that— 


“The commanding general of 
each service command and the com- 
manding officer of each post, camp, 
and station within the 48 states and 
the District of Columbia will estab- 
lish a legal assistance office for his 
respective command. * * * 6, * * * 
a. Each such Jegal assistance office 
should, as far as practicable, be 
composed of such military person- 
nel as may be assigned to it and 
such volunteer civilian lawyers as 
may, be designated for service with 
that particular office by the appro- 
priate State Bar Assocation Com- 
mittee on War Work. (See para- 
graph 16.) b. Arrangements should 
be made to have one or more of 
the civilian lawyers so designated 
visit the legal assistance office on 
the post at regular intervals during 
prescribed hours to interview any 
military personnel who may need or 
desire their advice and counsel. 
Such visits should be well publicized 
and, so far as practicable, be fixed 
so as to correspond with intervals 
in the schedule of military duties or 
training.” 


The above circular is in pamphlet 
form containing ten printed pages 
and lists with considerable particu- 
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larity the directions under which 
the several responsible officers will 
establish and maintain such Legal 
Assistance Offices, including desig- 
nation of civilian volunteer lawyers 
through the “* * * appropriate State 
3ar Association Committee on War 
Work.” Such offices have already 
been unofficially established as 
“Legal Clinics” at Ft. Knox, Bow- 
man Field, Ft. Thomas, Camp 
Campbell, and Camp Breckenridge, 
but were not recognized for pre- 
ferred mileage by the O.P.A., due 
to the lack of official recognition by 
the War Department, and conse- 
quently the efficiency of all lawyers, 
stenographers, and other personnel 
involved was severely impaired. 
Such recognition will permit the 
several rationing boards to author- 
ize the proper unlimited use of 
gasoline by all concerned and this 
volunteer service should be prompt- 
ly placed on the desired basis. 


Third. During the past three or 
four months men being inducted 
have been composed to a large ex- 
tent of those over eighteen and un- 
der twenty and comparatively few 
men with dependents were included, 
but based on the best information 
available approximately two million 
married men with children will be 
inducted into the armed forces 
within the next ten months, which 
means that approximately 40,000 
Kentucky families will be required 
to live on allotment pay, viz. : $50.00 
for the wife, $12.00 for the first 
child, and $10.00 for each additional 
child, The legislation providing for 
allotments was passed by Congress 
late last June and the War Depart- 
ment estimate that four months 
would intervene before wives and 
other dependents received checks 
proved true, but unfortunately this 
interval apparently has not been re- 
duced, and much hardship will be 
suffered by the wives and children 









of these newly inducted men unless 
some plan is perfected to provide for 
temporary advancements pending 
their receipt of allotment checks. A 
more or less similar situation is true 
regarding compensation (pensions) 
being received by dependents of 
battle casualties and those others 
who died in the service. 

Preliminary plans have been com- 
pleted for Posts of the American 
Legion to appoint committees to 
collaborate with the several county 
sections of our War Work Commit- 
tee in avoiding hardships to such 
families of the men inducted at- 
tributable to delay in the receipt of 
either allotment or pension checks. 
The temporary lapse in need for 
effectuating the provisions of Sol- 
diers and Sailors Civil Relief Act of 
1940 as amended, is probably over 
unless creditors of this group of 
married men with children elect to 
voluntarily recognize their situa- 
tion. A properly diversified distri- 
bution of problems will avoid any 
hardship to individual lawyers. It 
is useless to criticize the red tape 
causing this problem. It may seem 
ridiculous to require copies of birth 
certificates and marriage certificates 
before allotment applications are 
approved or pension checks de- 
livered but we must all face the 
facts and undoubtedly lawyers on 
the ground can continue to render 
valuable assistance. 

Fourth. There will be additional 
and continued war bond and sal- 
vage drives, together with other co- 
ordinated public war efforts. All 
agencies have recognized the fine 
results secured from Kentucky 
lawyers and they will continue to 
call upon this Committee for state- 
wide, county, city, and individual 
assistance. Due to their diversified 
contacts and activities lawyers have 
an entree into every type of group 
or occupation. Many instances 
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have been, or will be, observed by 
lawyers where war plans and 
methods are not making the desired 
progress. Such instances should be 
corrected, and usually the lawyer 
involved is in a position to make 
the necessary curative suggestions 
and follow through until the de- 
sired change is effected.

Report of Bar Journal Committee 


Your Committee for the Bar 
Journal begs to report as follows: 

Mr. Hatchett, the chairman of the 
Bar Journal Committee, is now a 
member of the United States Army 
and has been a member of the army 
for the past several months. After 
Mr. Hatchett entered the army, 
Thomas J. Knight of Louisville, a 
member of the Committee, was ap- 
pointed acting chairman by our 
President. This report is prepared 
by the acting chairmar. with the aid 
of the editor of the Journal and the 
aid of Mr. Hatchett’s files. 

The Bar Journal Committee held 
its first and only meeting of the 
year at the Kentucky Hotel in 
Louisville on May 13, 1942. At this 
meeting it was concluded that the 
appearance and general content of 
the Bar Journal for the succeeding 
four quarterly issues should remain 
substantially the same as the pre- 
vious issues. The editor reported 
that he had received a letter from 
the Junior Bar asking that a depart- 
ment of the Journal be devoted to 


the Junior Bar activities. Your 
Committee decided to give space in 
the Journal to Junior Bar activities 
in one of the existing departments, 
and that if the Junior Bar should 
show that sufficient material could 
be supplied to fill a department, 
then a department would be set 
aside for this purpose. Since that 
meeting the Junior Bar has supplied 
very little material to the Journal, 
and certainly not enough to devote 
a department to their activities. 
Your Committee expressed its in- 
tention to co-operate with the 
Junior Bar and to publish such ma- 
terial as the Junior Bar might fur- 
nish, and this has been done. 

Your Committee decided to con- 
tinue to place emphasis on other 
associations closely related to the 
Kentucky Bar Association, such as 
associations of county attorneys 
and commonwealth’s attorneys. It 
has been difficult throughout the 
year to obtain news items from 
these associations, and while the 
Bar Journal Committee has stood 
ready and willing to co-operate in 
the publishing of the activities of 
these associations, neither has 
shown any inclination or desire to 
have their activities publicized. 

Your Committee concluded that 
the size and format should remain 
the same for the present with the 
exception that the June issue should 
contain an extra number of pages 
in order to give space to be devoted 
to the activities of the annual con- 
vention, and this was done last year. 
Some effort has been made to im- 
prove the cover of the Journal and 
the editor was directed to take up 
with the printer the possibility of 
making changes in order to make 
the Journal more attractive. This 
was done and many suggestions 
were made and sample covers sub- 
mitted, but your Committee has 
been unable to select a cover for 
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the Journal that would be more at- 
tractive than the one now being 
used and at the same time maintain 
the dignity of the publication. On 
the question of the number of pages 
to be published your Committee 
delegated to the editor and the 
chairman of the Bar Journal the 
authority to enlarge any particular 
issue, provided that the cost of the 
enlargement should not exceed five 
dollars per page in excess of forty 
pages. Your Committee has further 
concluded that the number of pages 
should be kept at forty, excepting 
the June issue, or under exceptional 
circumstances when the issue might 
be enlarged when in the opinion of 
the chairman of the Bar Journal 
Committee and the editor it was 
desirable to do so. 


Your Committee asked the Com- 
mission for a budget of $2,200 
to cover the four issues from June, 
1942, to and including the March, 
1943, issue, with the provision that 
all money realized from advertise- 
ments should be returned to the 
treasury of the Association. Your 
Committee further determined that 
the salary of the editor should be 
$650 per year, commencing with 
the June, 1942, issue. The matter 
of the budget and the editor’s salary 
was confirmed by the Board of Bar 
Commissioners at its October, 1942, 
meeting. 

Your Acting Chairman has acted 
throughout the year as the commit- 
tee on proofreading. This position 
is not exactly what its name implies. 
The purpose of a committee member 
for proofreading is to guard against 
the publication of some article or mis- 
statement that should not be included 
in the Journal. We believe that for 
the past year the Journal has been free 
from such errors. 





Mr. Max B. Harlin, Jr., was desig- 
nated as a member of the Committee 


on articles to be published. Not 
all articles have been submitted to 
Mr. Harlin. The purpose of this 
member of the Committee is to 
guard against the misstatement of 
any proposition of law, and only 
such articles as state a proposition 
of law have been, or are supposed 
to be, submitted to Mr. Harlin. Mr. 
Harlin is now a member of the 
F.B.I. and has been for several 
months. Since his acceptance of the 
position in the F.B.I., this position 
has been taken over by the chairman 
of the Bar Journal Committee. 

The Harvard Law Library asked 
to be placed upon the subscription 
list gratis. Legal Publication Index 
also asked the same thing. Your 
Committee has placed both of 
these on the subscription list gratis 
for one copy to be furnished to 
each. 

Your Committee also has con- 
cluded that the publishing of book 
reviews of current books of interest 
to the legal profession should not 
be included in the Journal, and this 
has not been done. 

Your Committee made a contract 
with the Standard Printing Com- 
pany for the publication of the four 
issues from June, 1942, to March, 
1943, inclusive, on a basis of thirty- 
one hundred copies of forty pages 
each with a two-color cover, at an 
agreed price of $249.00 per issue, 
with the provision that additonal 
copies of the Journal should be 
printed at $6.00 per hundred, and 
that all pages more than forty 
should be paid for at the rate of 
five dollars per page. This was with 
the understanding that the Standard 
Printing Company should take an 
advertisement in the Journal at a 
cost of $50.00 per year. But the 
Standard Printing Company pro- 
posed that they would print the 
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Journal at $236.50 per issue of 
thirty-one hundred copies if their 
advertisement were omitted. This 
last proposition was accepted by the 
Committee so that the cost of the 
Journal base charge, thirty-one hun- 
dred copies of forty pages, is $236.50 
per issue. The cost of the Journal 
for the year, from figures furnished 
by the Association Treasurer, is as 
follows:

At the time Mr. Cheshire pre- 
pared the above figures, the bills 
for the March, 1943, issue were not

Your Committee reports further 
that it has had access to many state 
bar publications and that it believes 
and maintains that the Kentucky 
State Bar Journal both as to form 
and contents compares very favor- 
ably with the publications of other 
state bars. 


The only recommendation that 
your Committee cares to make at 
this time is that an effort be made 
to increase the number of adver- 
tisers. It is the opinion of the Com- 
mittee that some effort along this 
line would result in the obtaining 
of additional advertising and thus 
reduce the cost of the Journal to 
the Association.

Mr. Mackoy reported for the 
Court of Appeals Committee. Said 
report was received and filed and is 
in words and figures as follows: 


Report of Court of Appeals 
Committee 


On October 20, 1942, a partial re- 
port of the work done by this Com- 
mittee since its appointment in the 
previous April was submitted to 
your presidents. As then stated, no 
steps had been taken in regard to 
the proposed program of legislation 
because a considerable difference of 
opinion was found to exist among 
the Committee members concerning 
both the feasibility of such a pro- 
gram and the method of procedure. 
Inasmuch as it has not been prac- 
ticable or desirable during the fall 
or winter to have meetings by rea- 
son of expense, restrictions upon 
transportation, and other conditions 
due to the war, this situation re- 
mains unaltered. 

The Bar Organization District 
Meetings which were held during 
the summer were, as you know, well 
attended and successful. At each 
of them addresses were made on 
the subject of “Administration of 
Justice” or the “Rule-Making 
Power.” The lawyers appear to 
be deeply interested in such mat- 
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ters, and the Committee recom- 
mends that, in the coming year, if 
at all possible to do:so, the Bar As- 
sociation should continue its work 
along those lines. The General 
Assembly will convene again in 
January, and a majority of this 
Committee strongly feels that ef- 
forts should be made to advance the 
cause of the “Administration of 
Justice.” Much progress is being 
made in that direction in other 
states, and Kentucky cannot afford 
to lag behind. 

In September and October of last 
year the Court of Appeals had be- 
fore it the question of what action 
might or should be taken by it in 
connection with a petition for re- 
hearing which had been filed in that 
Court by the Attorney General in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Johnson, et al. The court, after 
consideration, authorized and re- 
quested the President of this Bar As- 
sociation to appoint a committee of 
the State Bar to revise the petition 
for rehearing. The President took 
such action and appointed Messrs. 
Lafon Allen, James W. Stites, and 
the chairman of this Committee as 
a sub-committee, with himself as an 
ex officio member, to make the re- 
quested revision. You are probably 
familiar with all the steps in this 
matter, as they were widely pub- 
licized in the Kentucky press, so it 
does not seem necessary to repeat 
them here. The majority of the in- 
terested parties appear to have been 
satisfied with the results. 

Before concluding it seems proper 
to state that, while no formal action 
has been taken by the Committee, 
the majority of its members favor 
the adoption of the salary amend- 
ment to the Constitution. The work 
of the Committee on Judicial Selec- 
tion and Tenure ought likewise, in 
our opinion, to be approved. We, 
therefore, recommend that the 


Board of Commissioners pass ap- 
propriate resolutions endorsing the 
changes proposed. 

Regretting the inability of the 
Committee to accommplish more 
within the year which has just 
ended, and appreciating the co- 
operation and support which we 
have received from the Board of 
Bar Commissioners, the Associa- 
tion, and various committees and 
members, this report is now,

Rules Adopted by the Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky 


Rules adopted by the Court of Appeals of Kentucky, pro- 
viding for the organization and government of a bar association 
of the attorneys at law of this state and establishing the practice 
and procedure for disciplining, suspending and disbarring attor- 


neys at law. 


Pursuant to and as authorized by 
the provisions of an Act of the 
General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, Regular Ses- 
sion of 1934, entitled: 


“AN ACT providing for the adop- 
tion and promulgation by the Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky of rules and 
regulations defining the practice of 
law, prescribing a code of ethics 
governing the professional conduct 
of attorneys at law and the practice 
of law, establishing practice and pro- 
cedure for disciplining, suspending 
and disbarring attorneys at law, pro- 
viding for the organization of a Bar 
Association, prescribing fees to be 
paid for the administration of this 
Act, and the collection and disburse- 
ment thereof,” 


the Court of Appeals of Kentucky 
hereby adopts and promulgates the 
following rules, 


(1) Organizing and governing a 
Bar Association of the attorneys at 
law of this State as provided in said 
Act; 


(2) Establishing practice and pro- 
cedure for disciplining, suspending 
and disbarring attorneys at law. 


ORGANIZATION AND 
GOVERNMENT OF BAR 


RULE 1 


State Bar Defined. All persons 
who are now or shall hereafter be 


licensed and admitted to practice as 
attorneys at law of this Common- 
wealth under and pursuant to the 
laws of the Commonwealth now in 
force or hereafter enacted, shall 
constitute and be members of the 
State Bar, and shall be subject to 
the provisions of these rules. 


RULE 2 


Board of Commissioners Estab- 
lished. There is hereby established 
a Board of Commissioners of the 
State Bar, consisting of two mem- 
bers chosen from each of the Appel- 
late Court Districts of the Common- 
wealth, and a President, to be se- 
lected at the times and in the 
manner hereinafter provided, which 
Board of Commissioners shall be 
known and designated herein as 
the Board. The Board shall act as 
administrative agents of the Court 
of Appeals for the purpose of en- 
forcing such rules and regulations 
as are prescribed, adopted, and pro- 
mulgated by the Court of Appeals 
under the aforesaid act. The Board 
shall maintain its principal office at 
Frankfort, Kentucky, which shall 
be open at all reasonable times, but 
it may hold sessions at any place in 
the State of Kentucky. 


RULE 3 


Selection of Commissioners. The 
Board, except the President, shall 
be elected by the members of the 
State Bar, who shall vote by ballot. 
Each Appellate District of the State 
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shall be entitled to two Commis- 
sioners on the Board. If, however, 
additional Appellate Districts may 
be created, such additional districts 
shall be entitled to two Commis- 
sioners on said Board. The Com- 
missioners so elected shall be di- 
vided into two groups of seven per- 
sons each, which groups shall hold 
office for one and two years, respec- 
tively; and each group shall have 
one Commissioner from each Appel- 
late District. There shall be an 
annual election for the purpose of 
selecting successors to those Com- 
missioners whose terms shall expire 
and for the purpose of filling va- 
cancies on the Board; provided, 
however, that any vacancy on the 
Board may be filled until the next 
annual election by the Acting Presi- 
dent, with the written consent of a 
majority of the Commissioners. In 
all elections the Commissioners for 


the respective Appellate Districts 
shall be elected by the members of 
the State Bar residing in their re- 
spective districts. 


RULE 4 


Elections of Board. Elections of 
Commissioners shall be conducted 
by a Canvassing Board of three 
members of the State Bar, appointed 
annually by the Board of Commis- 
sioners outside their own member- 
ship. The Board of Commissioners 
shall prescribe regulations for the 
conduct of such elections not in con- 
flict with the provisions of these 
Rules, and subject to the approval 
of the Court. 


(a) Nominations to the office of 
Commissioner shall be by written 
petition signed by not less than 
twenty members of the State Bar 
in good standing. Any number of 
candidates may be nominated on a 
single petition and any number of 
petitions may be filed, but all candi- 
dates named on a petition and all 


persons signing same shall be resi- 
dents of the same Appellate Dis- 
trict. All nominating petitions shall 
be filed with the Secretary of the 
State Bar, during the month of 
January in each year. The Can- 
vassing Board shall meet at the 
office of the Secretary in Frankfort, 
Kentucky, on February Ist, or on 
the day following if same be a Sun- 
day or legal holiday, and canvass the 
nominating petitions filed, and cer- 
tify to the Secretary the names of 
all persons who have been properly 
nominated. The Secretary shall 
thereupon prepare and cause to be 
printed a sufficient number of bal- 
lots containing the names of all 
persons nominated in the respective 
Appellate Districts, as certified by 
the Canvassing Board, one of which 
ballots shall be mailed to each mem- 
ber of the State Bar in good stand- 
ing as shown by the records of the 
Registrar. The ballots shall be so 
prepared and issued as to submit to 
the members ‘of the State Bar of the 
respective Appellate Districts the 
names of candidates nominated in 
their districts, such names appear- 
ing on the ballots in alphabetical 
order. On or before February 15th, 
the ballots shall be mailed to the 
members entitled to receive them, 
and all ballots voted shall be either 
dewosited in person or by mail with 
the Clerk of the Court of Appeals, 
not later than midnight on February 
28th. 


(b) On March 1st of each year, 
or on the day following if same be 
a Sunday or legal holiday, the Can- 
vassing Board shall meet in the 
office of the Clerk of the Court of 
Appeals, receive and canvass the 
votes and certify the name of the 
candidates receiving the highest 
number of votes in each Appellate 
District; they shall thereupon make 
a record in the office of the Clerk of 
the Court of Appeals of said elec- 
tion, certify a copy thereof to the 
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Secretary of the State Bar, and 
within five days thereafter notify 
each member of the Board of Com- 
missioners of his election. Members 
of the Board of Commissioners shall 
serve until their successors have 
been elected and qualified. 


RULE 5 


Nominees Not to Pay Dues of 
Other Members. No nominee for 
Commissioner, nor any member of 
the State Bar in his behalf, shall 
personally or by agent pay the dues 
of any member of the State Bar, 
and no member whose dues have 
been paid by or on behalf of any 
candidate for Commissioner shall be 
eligible to vote in such election; vio- 
lations of this rule shall be deemed 
unprofessional conduct. 


RULE 6 


Organization of the Board. An- 


nually on the day preceding the 
first day of the Annual Meeting of 


the members of the State Bar, the 
members of the Board of Commis- 
sioners shall meet and organize by 
selecting the following officers, who 
shall also be the officers of the State 
Bar, namely: A President-Elect and 
a Secretary from the members of 
the State Bar in good standing, and 
a Vice-President from their own 
number. 

The President-Elect shall not 
take office until the end of the clos- 
ing day of the annual meeting of 
the State Bar held one year follow- 
ing his election, and shall serve for 
one year, and if he is not a member 
of the Board of Commissioners dur- 
ing the year preceding his taking 
office, shall attend all meetings of 
the Board, but shall not as Presi- 
dent-Elect become a member of the 
3oard or be entitled to vote in the 
3oard meetings until he takes office 
as President. If the President-Elect 
is not a member of the Board of 
Commissioners at the time he takes 


office as President, then as President 
he shall become and be a member of 
the Board of Bar Commissioners 
during his term of office, and in such 
event the Board of Commissioners 
shall be composed of fifteen mem- 
bers. 

Provided, however, That at the 
organization meeting held in 1942 
the members of the Board of Com- 
missioners shall elect, in addition to 
the foregoing officers, a President 
from the members of the State Bar 
in good standing to take office on 
the closing of the annual meeting 
of the State Bar immediately follow- 
ing his election, and to serve until 
the closing of the next annual meet- 
ing in 1943. 

If the President elected and tak- 
ing office in 1942 is not a member 
of the Board of Commissioners then 
as President he shall become and be 
a member of the Board of Bar Com- 
missioners during his term of office 
as a fifteenth member. 

The Board shall also elect a Treas- 
urer, or may designate the Registrar 
to act as Treasurer. A Registrar of 
the Board shall be appointed by the 
Chief Justice, whose duties shall be 
prescribed by the Court. 

The officers, other than the Presi- 
dent-Elect, shall take office on the 
closing of the annual meeting of the 
State Bar and shall hold office until 
the organization meeting of the 
Board held after the next election 
of the members of the Board, or 
until their successors shall have 
been elected and qualified. 


RULE 7 

Authority of Board. The Board 
shall have power, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Court of Appeals, to 
adopt by-laws, not in conflict with 
these Rules, regulating the selection 
and tenure of its officers and com- 
mittees and their powers and duties, 
and for the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the Board, including the 
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power to promote or maintain the 
printing and distribution of reports, 
legal magazines, pamphlets and 
other publications designed to edu- 
cate and inform the State Bar and 
the public. 
RULE 8 

License Fees. All members of 
the State Bar except honorary and 
retired, shall, on or before Septem- 
ber; 1934, and annually thereafter, 
pay to the Treasurer of the State 
Bar, as a license fee for the ensuing 
fiscal year, the sum of three dollars. 
Said fee shall constitute a fund to 
be held and disbursed by the Treas- 
urer upon the orders of the Board. 
As soon as practicable after the first 
day of September of each year the 
Treasurer shall certify to the Regis- 
trar of the Board the names of all 
attorneys who have paid such license 
fee. If any attorney shall be in de- 
fault in the payment of dues to the 
State Bar Association the Registrar 
of the Board shall send him written 
notice of such fact, and if he remain 
in default after the first day of No- 
vember of any-year, the Registrar 
shall on that day certify to the 
Court of Appeals the name of such 
attorney, and a rule_ returnable 
twenty days thereafter shall there- 
upon issue against him to show 
cause why he should not be sus- 
pended from the practice of law ia 
this Commonwealth. If good cause 
be not shown in response to said 
rule he shall be suspended while in 
default of payment, and an order of 
suspension shall issue forthwith and 
be certified to the Circuit Court. 
The cost of the rule shall be paid by 
the respondent. 


RULE 9 B 
Classification of Members. Active 
members of the State Bar shall be 
all those who are not classified as 
honorary or retired members. Re- 
tired members shall be those not 


engaging in the practice of law who 
have, as hereinafter provided, re- 
quested to be enrolled as_ such. 
Honorary members shall be the 
Justices and Commissioners of the 
Court of Appeals, all judges of the 
Circuit Courts, and all judges of the 
United States District Courts, or 
Circuit Court of Appeals, residing 
in this State. Every member not 
entitled to honorary membership 
shall be deemed an active member 
until at his request filed with the 
Secretary he shall be enrolled as 
retired; active membership may be 
resumed upon request filed with the 
Secretary and payment of dues for 
the current fiscal year. 


RULE 10 
Disbursements. For the purpose 
of carrying out the objects of this 
act, and for the exercise of the 
powers herein granted, the Board 
shall have power to make orders 
concerning the disbursement of said 
fund, but no member of the Board 
except the Secretary or Treasurer 
shall receive any compensation other 
than his actual necessary hotel and 
traveling expenses connected with 
attending meetings or hearings held 
or conducted by said Board or its 
committees. The Treasurer is di- 
rected to pay money out of the fund 
hereinabove provided for, upon the 
order of the Secretary of the Board 
countersigned by the President of 
the Board. The Board may allow 
the Secretary, Treasurer, and Regis- 
trar such reasonable compensation 
as it may deem proper. 
RULE 11 
Annual Meeting of Bar. There 
shall be an annual meeting presided 
over by the President of the State 
Bar, open to all members thereof 
in good standing, which shall be 
held at such place and time as the 
Board may designate, for the dis- 
cussion of the affairs of the State 
Bar and of the administration of 
justice. 
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RULE 12 


Complaints, Hearing, and Re- 
instatement. The Board shall have 
power to investigate and pass upon 
all complaints which may be made 
concerning the professional conduct 
of members of the State Bar, in- 
cluding any professional act for 
which liability to prosecution exists 
under the laws of any state or of the 
United States, and any other grossly 
unprofessional or dishonorable con- 
duct of a character likely to deceive 
or defraud a client or the public, or 
to deceive or obstruct a public offi- 
cer in the discharge of his official 
duty, and may investigate and pass 
upon such matters upon its own mo- 
tion. Such complaints shall be in 
writing, shall be signed by the com- 
plainant or his attorney, or if insti- 
tuted by the Board of Bar Commis- 
sioners, shall be signed by the 
President and attested by the Secre- 
tary, and shall state with reasonable 
particularity the acts of professional 
misconduct complained of, and the 
present address of the accused, if 
known, and shall be filed in quad- 
ruplicate with the Secretary of the 
Board, who shall endorse upon each 
copy the date on which same was 
filed, and promptly mail or cause to 
be delivered one copy to the person 
against whom the complaint is filed; 
if two or more members of a firm of 
attorneys are named in the com- 
plaint it shall be sufficient to mail 
or deliver one copy to the firm. The 
Secretary in mailing or causing to 
be delivered to the person com- 
plained of a copy of the complaint 
shall, in writing, advise the person 
complained of that he must file a 
written answer in quadruplicate 
with the Secretary of the Board 
within fifteen days from the date 
the complaint is mailed to him. If 
the party complained of fails to file 
an answer within fifteen days from 
the date that a copy of the complaint 


is mailed to him by the Secretary of 
the Board, then unless additional 
time is granted by the Board, or a 
Trial Committee thereof, to file such 
answer, neither the Board nor its 
Trial Committee shall be required to 
conduct a hearing or to receive proof 
unless they in their discretion deem 
it necessary. Where an answer has 
not been filed the Board may treat 
the allegations of the complaint as 
confessed. 


After an answer has been filed 
the Board or a Trial Committee ap- 
pointed by the President shall fix 
the time and place for the hearing; 
provided, however, said hearing 
shall be conducted at a place within 
the Appellate District where the 
party complained of resides, except 
that by consent of both parties it 
may be held elsewhere; and, pro- 
vided further, that the party com- 
plained of shall have not less than 
ten days’ written notice of the time 
and place of said hearing. The 
Board or a Trial Committee of at 
least two Commissioners appointed 
by the President shall have power 
to conduct such hearing. The tes- 
timony at such hearing may be given 
orally or by deposition, subject to 
the same limitations and exceptions 
regarding the taking and use of 
depositions as exist in the trial of 
equity actions. All the evidence ad- 
duced by the parties at the hearing 
shall be reduced to writing, and 
from such evidence the Board shall 
render such award as may be proper. 
Where in any proceeding evidence 
has been taken under oath upon due 
notice to the accused attorney and 
at the taking of which said attorney 
has appeared, either in person or by 
counsel, or as attorney for any party, 
a duly certified transcript of said 
evidence may be used as evidence 
in any investigation or hearing by 
the Board of Commissioners or a 
committee thereof involving the 
same charge or any charge growing 
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out of the matter connected there- 
with, and such transcript and the 
record in such proceedings may be 
made a part of the record on such 
investigation or hearing; provided, 
that either party to the proceeding 
before the Board may recall any 
witness, if avalaible, for further 
examination. All applications for 
reinstatement to the practice of law 
shall be made to the Court of Ap- 
peals and shall be filed in the office 
of the Clerk of the Court. Thereupon 
such applications shall be referred 
to the Board for hearing. After 
hearing, the Board shall make its 
recommendations, which shall be 
filed with the Court of Appeals for 
entry of such order thereon as the 
Court may deem advisable. It mat- 
ters not by what tribunal the appli- 
cant was disbarred, the method of 
reinstatement herein provided shall 
be exclusive. 


Provided: (1) That hereafter no 
application for reinstatement shall 
be considered until all costs incurred 
in the proceedings which resulted 
in the disbarment or suspension 
have been paid and satisfied in full 
by the applicant; (2) that hereafter 
no application for the reinstatement 
of an attorney who has been sus- 
pended from the practice of law shall 
be considered during the period of 
his suspension, except upon the 
ground of newly discovered evi- 
dence upon the original complaint; 
(3) that hereafter no application for 
the reinstatement of a disbarred at- 
torney shall be considered until five 
years have elapsed from the effec- 
tive date of the order of his disbar- 
ment, except upon the ground of 
newly discovered evidence upon the 
original complaint. If an applica- 
tion for reinstatement by a dis- 
barred attorney has been filed and 
refused no additional or further ap- 
plication for reinstatement by him 
shall be considered within three 
years from the date of the refusal 


to reinstate him upon the last pre- 
ceding application. 


RULE 13 


Findings and Review. The Board 
may, if the evidence justifies such 
a course, take such disciplinary ac- 
tion by public or private reprimand 
as the case may in its judgment 
warrant, entering a minute of its 
action upon the record of the pro- 
ceedings. 

In all cases where the Board may 
find that the party or parties com- 
plained of should be suspended from 
practice, or excluded or disbarred 
therefrom, a copy of its findings and 
award, together with a statement of 
the costs incurred by the Board in 
conducting the investigation, shall, 
within ten days after same is ren- 
dered, be filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals, and 
a copy thereof mailed, or otherwise 
delivered, to the party against whom 
such findings and award are made. 
Thereupon the Clerk shall issue a 
rule, directed to the party against 
whom the findings and award shall 
have been rendered, requiring said 
party to appear before the Court of 
Appeals, or file due response, and 
show cause why said award shall 
not be enforced by appropriate or- 
ders of the Court so suspending or 
disbarring such party. If such party 
fails to appear or file due response 
within the time allowed by the rule, 
which shall be not less than twenty 
(20) days after the service thereof, 
the party so failing shall be ad- 
judged in default, the rule shall 
forthwith be made absolute and an 
order of suspension or disbarment 
entered in conformity therewith. If 
response be made, the parties will 
be entitled to file briefs and, upon 
submission of the matter, the Court 
will enter such appropriate order as 
it may deem proper upon the facts 
appearing in the record of proceed- 
ings. If the party against whom the 
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findings and award of the Board 
have been rendered shall, upon ap- 
pearance or response to such rule, 
satisfy the Court by affidavits of 
witnesses that their testimony is 
material and that their evidence 
could not by the exercise of reason- 
able diligence have been produced 
before the Board, or its committee, 
the Court in advance of judgment 
on the rule, may in its discretion, 
remand the cause to the Board with 
directions to receive further evi- 
dence upon such matters and to 
such extent as the Court may direct; 
following such rehearing by the 
Board, the practice and procedure 
shall be the same as regulate its 
original findings and award and re- 
view thereof by the Court. An or- 
der of suspension or disbarment by 
the Court shall take effect immedi- 
ately upon the entering by the 


Court of its opinion and order with- 
out prejudice to the right of the 
respondent attorney to file a petition 


for rehearing; provided that the 
mandate shall be forwarded to the 
Circuit Clerk of the County of re- 
spondent’s residence. 

No response to a rule issued to 
show cause why the award of the 
Board of Bar Commissioners should 
not be enforced shall be filed in the 
office of the Clerk of the Court of 
Appeals until a bond for the pay- 
ment of the costs of the complaint 
in the event the findings and award 
before the Bar Commissioners are 
sustained shall be executed by the 
party against whom the rule is 
issued in the manner required by 
law, unless said party shall file his 
response in forma pauperis. 

Every judgment of suspension or 
disbarment or reprimand shall pro- 
vide for the recovery from the re- 
spondent of all costs, including 
those incurred by the Board of Bar 
Commissioners, and immediately 
upon the effective date of said judg- 
ment the Clerk of the Court of Ap- 


peals shall issue a cost bill and mail 
or otherwise deliver the same to the 
party against whom such a finding 
and order is made and if the cost 
bill be not satisfied within ten days 
thereafter, then the Clerk of the 
Court of Appeals shall issue an 
execution thereon directed to the 
Sheriff of the County in which said 
party resides, and if upon the execu- 
tion the Sheriff shall return the 
same “no property found,” then the 
matter shall be referred to a stand- 
ing Committee on Costs of the 
Board of Bar Commissioners, which 
Committee shall have power to in- 
stitute bills of discovery and to 
take any other necessary or proper 
legal proceedings to enforce the col- 
lection of said cost bill, and said 
Committee shall have further power 
to expend any necessary funds in 
the investigation and prosecution of 
said actions to recover said costs, 
including the right to employ coun- 
sel therefor. The costs incurred by 
the Board of Bar Commissioners, as 
certified, shall be refunded by the 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals to 
the Treasurer of the Kentucky 
State Bar Association out of the 
costs collected by him in each case. 

In all proceedings hereunder, if 
the complainant is not otherwise 
represented, the Board may appoint 
counsel to represent him in the 
prosecution of such complaint be- 
fore the Board; the expenses of 
such counsel to be allowed by the 
Board, payable out of the funds of 
the State Bar; the Attorney General 
of the Commonwealth shall act as 
attorney for the Board in all such 
cases before the Court of Appeals, 
and in any legal proceeding which 
may be brought against the Board 
in their capacity as such. 

In all cases in which response is 
made in the Court of Appeals to 
the findings and award of the Board 
of Bar Commissioners where com- 
plainant has been represented by 
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counsel, either of his own appoint- 
ment or designated by the State 
Board of Bar Commissioners or its 
Trial Committee, such counsel may 
jointly with the Attorney General 
of the Commonwealth represent the 
complainant and Board of Bar Com- 
missioners in all such cases before 
the Court of Appeals. 

Nothing in these rules shall be 
construed as limiting or altering 
the power of the Courts of this State 
to discipline or disbar attorneys at 
law as this power at present exists. 


RULE 14 

Power of Subpoena. In any in- 
vestigation or hearing provided for 
herein, the Board and any commit- 
tee appointed by it for this purpose, 
shall have power to summon and 
examine witnesses under oath and 
compel their attendance and _ the 
production of books, papers, docu- 
ments and other writings necessary 
or material to the inquiry. Such 
summons or subpoena shall be is- 
sued under the hand of the Secre- 
tary of the Board or the Chairman 
of any duly constituted sub-com- 
mittee of the Board, and shall have 
the force of a subpoena issued by a 
cqg@rt of competent jurisdiction, and 
any witness or other person who 
shall refuse or neglect to appear in 
obedience thereto, or who shall re- 
fuse to be sworn or testify or pro- 
duce books, papers, documents or 
other writings demanded, shall be 
liable to attachment upon applica- 
tion to any judge of the Circuit 
Court for the district where the 
investigation is conducted, as in 
cases of contempt. 


RULE 15 

Rights of Accused Member. Any 
member of the State Bar complained 
of shall at any investigation or hear- 
ing have full opportunity to defend 
by the introduction of evidence and 
the cross-examination of witnesses 
called against him, and the right to 


be represented by counsel, who may 
be appointed by the Board where 
the respondent is not able to employ 
counsel. He shall also have the 
right to require the Secretary of 
the Board to summon witnesses to 
appear and testify or produce books, 
papers, documents, or other writ- 
ings, necessary or material to his 
defense in like manner as above 
provided. 


RULE 16 


Record of Proceedings. A com- 
plete record of the proceedings and 
evidence taken by the Board or any 
committee, shall be preserved by 
the Board, but it may, where suff- 
cient reason appears and the accused 
gives his consent, cause the same to 
be expunged. 


RULE 17 


Advisory Opinions. Any mem- 
ber of the State Bar, being in doubt 
as to the propriety of the contem- 
plated professional act or course of 
conduct, may petition the Board for 
an advisory opinion thereon and, if 
dissatishied with the Board’s ruling, 
may file in the office of the Clerk 
of the Court of Appeals a transcript 
of the record and, upon motion and 
notice to the Board, obtain a review 
thereof by the Court. 


RULE 18 


Defining the Practice of Law. 
The term, “The practice of law,” 
as used herein, is any service in- 
volving legal knowledge, whether of 
reputation, counsel, advocacy in or 
out of court, rendered in respect to 
the rights, duties, obligations, liabili- 
ties, or business relations of one 
requiring the services. But nothing 
herein shall prevent any person not 
holding himself out as a practicing 
attorney from writing a deed, mort- 
gage, or will, or prevent any party 
from drawing any instrument to 
which he is a party.
